There can be no immediate necessity, therefore, for reversing 
the policy of last year. It is worth a longer trial, to say the 
least. Itis still supported by arguments, the force of which 
commended it to the judgment of the Nova Scotians last 
year. Then they looked too exclusively on the bright side of 
it; now they leok too exclusively on the dark side. Provincial 
sentiment is apt to be impulsive, although in the long run it 
is steadied by reason. All these things the mother country is 
bound to take into account; and, having done 
declined acting on the request of Nova Scotia. 

We think the decision arrived at by her Majesty's Govern- 
ment and by Parliament is the right one. A Royal Commission 
ef Inquiry would but have diverted the attention of the colo- 
nists from that course of effort best fitted to conduct them to 
a happy conclusion. It would have resembled in effect the 
pulling up of a recently transplanted tree to see whether it is 
striking shoots into the soil. It would have encouraged and 
sustained a passionate desire for separation, and would have 
set those who now wish for it upon making out a case. The 
trne policy is to direct all the political energy of the province 
towards making the union what it is capable of being made— 
a source of strength and a means of prosperity to all parties. 
The Nova Scotians will be none the worse for a little wholesome 
self-restraint. A readiness to give as well as to take is as valuable 
a characteristic of young communities as of young persons. 
Without it neither the one nor the other can lay the foundation 
of true progress. If Scotland had gained her wishes in the 
early part of the last century, she would not have been the 
prosperous country she now is. We trust the good, simple- 
hearted, hospitable, and loyal people of Nova Scotia will 
accept the position in which they were put by their own 
agreement, that they will strive to niake the best of it, and 
that at no remote period from that of their disappointment 
they will be thoroughly convinced that it was a foreseeing 
wisdom and kindness which overruled their impatience when 
they wished to sever the tie which unites their country with 
the Pritish North American Confederation.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(/rem cur own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, July 9. 
The discussion ef the Budget in the Corps Législatif, dull as 
financial debates usually are, has been the most enlivening subject 
which Paris has had to fall back upon during the past week. M. 
Thiers in his speech made a most energetic attack upon the 
financial policy of the empire. According to him, the national 
debt has been increased since 1852 by loans amounting in the 
aggregate to £160,000,000, being at the rate of some £10,000,000 per 
annum. Furthermore, the mischievous system which had led to this 
result was still in action; and whilst the expenditure, which for 
1867 had been estimated at 1,524,000,000f., had increased for 1868 to 
1,548,000,000f., and for 1869 to 1,627,000,000f, the corresponding 
receipts were taken as 1,622,000,000f. in 1867, 1,673,000,000f. in 
1868, and only 1,627,000,000f. in 1869. This, however, but repre- 
sented the ordinary Budget, a mere portion of a complicated 


and embarrassing system, the object of which was appa- 
rently to conceal how much had really to be paid. 


The various “ special,”’ *‘ extraordinary,’’ and “ corrected’’ Budgets 
and the sinking fund would raise the present year’s expenditure 
from 1,548,000,000f. to 2,200,000,000f., whilst the receipts would be 
200,000,000f. less, a deficiency which next year would grow to 
300,000,000f. He maintained that an end would have to be put to 
the system entailing such results in order to save the country from 
being reduced to fearful extremities. After a speech similar in 
sentiments, but couched in more pathetic terms, from M. Ollivier, 
M. Magne rose, for the second time, to defend his Budget, and pro- 
ceeded to demolish several of the eminent Orleanist’s statements in 
detail. The 200,000,000f. deficit on the Budget of 1868 was by time 
proved to be at most 138,000,000f., and he corrected a very important 
error respecting the floating debt, which he states amounts only to 
727,000,000f. instead of 1,400,000,000f., as according to M. Thiers. 
Ina similar way the 300,000,000f. deficit for 1869 was brought down 
to 143,000, 000f. 

On Saturday M. Busson-Billault, the reporter of the Committee 
appointed to examine the Budget, stated that that body were of 
opinion that it would not be advisable to allow the general dis- 
cussion to terminate without some expression of their sentiments 
respec ting the subject of their task. They were of opinion that, 
although the financial situation was not one of a nature to cause 
alarm, it was, nevertheless, one calling for unusual vigilance; and 
that, whilst this year the country was justified in making unusual 
sacrifices in order to place its army upon a level with those of other 
States, it ought to endeavour to make some compensation for 
the outlay by at once commencing such economies as could 
be sustained without injury to the general administration. The 
readiness with which the loan had been acceded to by the Com- 
mittee was due to their desire that the past deficits should be made 
up once for all, in order that the country might commence without 
delay the only course that could free it from future embarrassment 
namely, making the receipts of each year suffice at least for the 
expenditure. He finished by expressing the hope of the Committee 
that, with continued peace, there will be a great improvement in 
the financial situation. 

M. Jules Favre said that the Budget was no mystery requiring 
genius for its comprehension, but simply a matter of house- 
keeping, in which prudence teaches us that resources should 
always be reserved to meet expenses, which, though appa- 
rently exceptional, are in reality ordinary. The present difficulty 
was one only to be got out of by increasing the revenue 
or diminishing the expenditure, and, as the former plan could only 
be carried out by means of increased taxation, the second course was 
in reality the only one to be adopted. A thorough reorganisation of 
the Administration or a reduction of the military expenditure seemed 
to him to be the only means of arriving at the desired result; and 
the vital question was, in fact, ‘Is it necessary for France to ruin 
herself in order to maintain peace?’’ After mentioning the feeling 
of uneasiness existing in France with respect to the power of Prussia, 
a feeling which, according to him, was carefully fostered by 
interested parties, he continued, in reference to the Salzburg inter- 
view :—‘* The two Emperors could not possibly have met on so solemn 
an occasion merely to exchange sentimental communications. France, 
represented by her Sovereign, was seeking aid in war and did not find 
it. There must, then, be a considerable party in favour of peace. 
Would Prussia commit the folly of attacking us? The only means 
of driving her to that extremity would be by threats. The nation 
which shall first give the example of disarming will be the greatest, 
the strongest, and the most glorious. The Minister of War said the 
other day that more than 600 improvements upon the Chassepot 
musket had been submitted to him. It is not enough to kill 
fourteen men per minute, you must slaughter thirty (Movement). 
This is the end of war, for it will only become a horrible butchery, 
and men will turn from it in disgust (Applause). The general 


result of the observations I have made is this: There is but 
one person capable of relieving us from the present situa- 
tion and restoring confidence. Let him come forward and 


declare, through the medium of the Senate, that he will never 
make war again without having consulted you. . If France 
is rich enough to pay for her glory, she is not rich enough te pay 
for the empire under such conditions. It is time for her to consider 
what should be done.’’ This last phrase provoked numerous ex- 
clamations, and the President called the hon. member to order, M. 
Rouher then rose, and commenced by remarking that he did not 
merely rise to reply to the last words of M. Jules Favre, such 
attempts to insult the Empire being powerless and only meriting 
disdain. He continued to the effect that the loan which had been 
demanded was to be applied to extraordinary expenses which could 
certainly never have been seen and provided for—such as the Luxem- 
burg affair, the Roman expedition, and some accessory liabilities. The 
surplus was also to be devoted to purely extraordinary expenses. Asto 
the question of armed peace, the 400,000 men now under arms were in 
exact proportion to the 340,000 possessed by Prussia and the Con- 
federation of the North, since France has to protect not only her 
own territory, but her African colonies. He continued, “1 regard 
the armaments which we demand as necessary, but I ardently hope 
they may not be wanted. The desire of the Chief of the State, of 
the legislative body, of the country in general, is to maintain the 
peace of the world. The character of the Government 
policy may be summed up as follows:—Ordinary and permanent 
budgets covered by ordinary revenues; extraordinary, by excep- 
tional revenues; a rapid reconstitution of our muskets and artillery, 
of the material of our fleet and of our fortified places; all these 
temporary expenses to be met by a loan; lastly, and above all, a 
resolve to maintain the peace of Europe with the dignity that 
belongs to a great Government and a great country.’’ This speech 
was greeted with prolonged applause, and at its close the termina- 
tion of the general discussion on the Budget was put to the vote and 
carried. 

On Monday the supplementary credits of 1867 were discussed, 
and, after observations from M. Buffet, M. Magne, M. Jules Favre, 
and M. Picard, the measure was adopted by 218 votes to 11. 
Tuesday was taken up with the discussion of the supplementary 
credits of 1868 (Rectificative Budget) ; but, owing to several amend- 
ments being sent back to the Committee, the vote on the bill was 
obliged to be postponed. 

The Emperor does not leave Fontainebleau for Plombiéres until 
the 19th of the present month; meanwhile, he has almost daily 
interviews with one or other of his Ministers, who repair in turn to 
Fontainebleau to consult with him. To allay anything in the shape 
of warlike apprehensions, the Minister of War has issued a circular 
to the Generals commanding territorial divisions of troops stdting 
that the Emperor has given orders for the largest possible number 
of soldiers to be sent to their homes so soon as the general inspection 
of troops shall have terminated. 

The Queen of Mohily, cousin of the late King Radama of 
Madagascar, has just arrived at Paris with a suite of attendants, in 
the picturesque costume of the Comores Islands, and is occupying 
apartments at the Hétel du Louvre. 

Havre is attracting numerous visitors to it, not only by reason of 
its Maritime Exhibition, but more especially its cirens, where 


veritable bull-fights take place, in presence, we are told, of between 
8000 and 10,000 spectators. 

The Princess de la Tour d’ Auvergne has just made over, gra- 
tuitously, to the French Government, a piece of land owned by her 
on the Mount of Olives, which, according to doubtful tradition, is 
the actual spot were the Saviour taught the “‘ Lord’s Prayer” to his 
disciples. The Princess has made one condition—namely, that she

SWITZERLAND.

At the Hague last week, in the Second Chamber, came on a 
debate upon a concession to cut a canal effecting a junction between 
the German Ocean and the Zuyder Zee. A stipulation that if the 
parties should not succeed in effecting the work it should be com- 
pleted by the State was rejected by a large majority, but the bill 
was passed, ’ 

AUSTRIA. 

A despatch by Baron Beust to the Austrian Ambassador at the 
Papal Court, giving the Pope his answer to the recent Allocution, is 
said to have left Vienna yesterday week. The despatch, it is said, 
emphatically protests against the “incomprehensible and un- 
justifiable interference of the Pope in the province of home legisla- 
tion, and throws upon the Court of Rome the responsibility of 
having aroused religious passions which might create a deplorable 
conflict.”’ 

A day or two before, the Common Council of Vienna had almost 
unanimously adopted. as ‘‘urgent’’ a resolution described as most 
solemnly protesting against the offensive expressions contained in 
the Papal Allocution, which was declared to be a decided inter- 


| ference with the legislation of the country, and which the Common 


Council confidently expected the Government to meet with the 
vigour absolutely essential. 

The Official Gazette of Friday morning published an Imperial 
decree giving effect to the Marriages Bill, and an order limiting the 
prohibition of theatrical performances to five days in the year. 

The Tagblatt announces that the War Minister of the empire has 
ordered the immediate furlough of twenty men per company, by 
which a reduction in the army of 36,000 men will be effected.

GERMANY. 

The King of Prussia leaves Berlin to-day for Ems, where he will 
remain until the second week in August. 

General Count Moltke left Berlin on Sunday for Silesia, on leave 
of absence for one month. 2 

The first provincial synod of Hanover will be convoked in the 
course Of next year. 

Count Platen Hallermund, Foreign Minister of the ex-King of 
Hanover, has been condemned, for high treason, by the High Court 
of Justice of Berlin, to fifteen years’ imprisonment and ten years’ 
subsequent surveillance. The sentence was passed upon him in his 
absence. 

The King of Bavaria has given his sanction to the formation of a 
South German Military Commission, which is to regulate in common 
the military affairs of the South German States, in pursuance of the 
articles of the Treaty of Prague. The project of establishing acamp 
for military evolutions at Schweinfurt has fallen through. The 
reason given is the necessity for economy and the desire td avoid 
any political apprehensions. 

The Wirtemberg Cabinet seems to be opposed to any project for 
the establishment of a South German Confederation. One of its 
members has made a speech declaring that Prussia must invite the 
South Germans to enter into really confederate relations, by means 
of which national unity with acceptable vonditions might be 
obtained, and that until she shall do this Wirtemberg must hold an 
expectant attitude, 

SWEDEN. 

The King, Queen, and Crown Princess of Sweden have left 
Stockholm for the Royal residence at Beckaskog, in Schonen, 
whither the King of Denmark is expected also to proceed on the 
15th inst. 

GREECE. 

The Chamber of Deputies has been constituted.

SERVIA. 

The new and youthful Sovereign, Prince Milan, was proclaimed 
at Belgrade on Thursday week. Escorted by a body of cavalry, he 
was conducted to the Topschieder, where he was enthusiastically 
received by the Skuptechina, or Parliament. In reply to congratu- 
latiens, the Prince said,—‘“‘ Although still young, | shall strive by 
every means in my power to learn how to make the people happy.”’ 
Wearing a Colonel's uniform, the boy then held a review of the 
troops amid loud and prolonged cheers from the people."’ 

rince Milan was anointed as Sovereign of Servia at the 
Cathedral on Sunday. Salvos of artillery were fired and bells rung 
during the progress of the ceremony. The Ministers, the repre- 
sentatives of foreign Powers, and thé members of the Skuptschina 
were present. After the ceremony of the unction was concluded, 
his Highness held a reception, which was numerously attended. 
The British Consul-General, as the senior foreign representative, 
congratulated the Prince on his accession to the throne in the name 
of the Diplomatic Body. 

The Skuptschina have resolved that Prince Alexander Kara- 
georgewich and his descendants shall never be permitted to occupy 
the Servian throne. It has also been determined that the 
Skuptschina shall be convoked yearly, and that a Constitutional 
Government shall be introduced. 

Captain Nenadovic, brother-in-law of Prince Alexander 
Karageorgewich, was executed on Monday for complicity in the 
murder of Prince Michael. The Prince is under surveillance, and 
his secretary has been arrested. 

Sixteen hundred delegates from the popular militia throughout 
the country are encamped in fields upon the heights surrounding 
the Topschieder Park. The assembly of these delegates has taken 
place at the suggestion of the Government, and they are stationed 
at the Topschieder as a measure of precaution. 


THE UNITED STATES. 

On Saturday last, we learn through the Atlantic cable, the 
anniversary of the Declaration of American Independence was cele- 
brated throughout the Union; and President Johnson signalised the 
national féte by issuing a proclamation pardoning all participators 
in the Southern rebellion except those indicted for treason-felony. 

Through the Atlantic cable we learn the principal points of the 
platform adopted by the Democratic National Convention, which 
assembled at New York last Saturday. The Convention pronounces 
in favour of the taxation of United States Bonds and the payment 
in currency of the bonds of all public debts, except where payment 
in coin is expressly stipulated; and declares that naturalised 
American citizens abroad enjoy equal rights with native-born 
subjects of the States. : 

Mr. Reverdy Johnson, the new Minister to this country, is to 
leave for England on Aug. 1. Mrs. Lincoln and her son will travel 
with him as far as Liverpool. 

President Johnson, in his veto of Mr. Stevens's bill for the ad- 
mission of North and South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, 


M. Lazaretto, 
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and Florida to representation in Congress, repeats the objections 
advanced by him when he vetoed the Arkansas bill. ‘The President 
declares that Congress has assumed an authority over six States of 
the Union which had never been delegated to it, and in the case of 
Alabama Congress has violated its plighted faith by forcing upon 
the State a Constitution which the people had rejected under laws 
enacted by Congress. The whole bill is declared to be subversive of 
the principles of government. 

General Grant has officially notified to General M‘Dowell the 
admission of Arkansas. It is reported that military rule in that 
State will be immediately withdrawn. 

The House of Representatives has passed the internal tax bill. 

The Democrats claim to have won the Mississippi election by 
25,000 majority. 

President Johnson has nominated Mr. Henry A. Smythe, at 
present collector of customs at the port of New York, to be Minister 
to Austria. 

CHINA. 

The papers brought by the last overland mail give an account of 
the movement of the rebels in the neighbourhood of Tien-Tsin. 
Their force is supposed to be 30,000 strong, and they are said to be 
moving in six divisions, en. route for Tou-Ting, the provincial 
capital. The rebels made their appearance before the walls of 
Tien-Tsin on the afternoon of April 27, having destroyed several 
villages. It was thought that their chief object was to secure the 
grain-junks on the Pehio, which were very numerous at the time 
the accounts were written. The British gun-boat Dove was at 
Tien-Tsin on April 28, and steps had been taken to secure the lives 
and property of foreigners in case of attack. The Imperialists 
claimed to have 8000 troops within the walls, and boasted of their 
ability to hold it. 

JAPAN. 

A Hong-Kong telegram of June 12 says that, according to 
intelligence received there from Japan, affairs in that country are 
again unsettled. A coalition of the northern daimios has been 
formed against the Mikado. 


GOVERNMENT EMIGRATION. 


The following are the details of the emigration to the Australian 
colonies, Cape of Good Hope, Natal, and the Falkland Islands, 
conducted by her Majesty’s Emigration Commissioners, at the 
expense of colonial and public funds, during the year 1867. 

The number of ships chartered by the Commissioners was twelve. 
Two of these sailed to New South Wales, eight to Victoria, one to 
South Australia, aud one to Western Australia. The emigrants to 
Tasmania, Cape of Good Hope, Natal, and the Falkland Islands 
were conveyed in private vessels. 

The number conveyed to the colony of New South Wales 
amounted to 682 souls, of whom thirty-one were married men, 
thirty-one married women, 245 single men, 277 single women, forty- 
six boys between the ages of one and twelve, forty-two girls be- 
tween the same ages, seven male and three female infants ; seventy- 
six were English, fifty-one Scotch, and 555 Irish. 

The number of emigrants conveyed to Victoria was 3363 souls, of 
whom 280 were married men, 280 married women, 668 single men, 
1597 single women, 236 boys between the ages of one and twelve, 
224 girls between the same ages, thirty male infants and twenty- 
eight female; 1299 were English, 223 Scotch, 1813 
28 foreigners. 

The number of emigrants conveyed to South Australia was 349 
souls, of whom 38 were married men, 38 married women, 138 single 
men, 97 single women, 19 boys between the ages of one and twelve, 
14 girls between the same ages, two male infants and three female ; 
232 were English, 96 Scotch, and 21 Irish. 

To Western Australia 106 emigrants were conveyed—viz., twelve 
married couples, four single men, seventy-one single women, three 
boys, one girl, and three female infants ; twenty-nine were English, 
ene Scotch, and seventy-six were Irish. 

The number to Tasmania was seven, all single women: two were 
English and five Lrish. 

Only two emigrants were conveyed to the Cape of Good Hope 
viz., one single man and one single woman; they were both Irish. 

The number to Natal amounted to 108 souls, equai to ninety 
-tatute adults, of whom fifteen were married men, fifteen married 
women, thirty-three single men, twelve single women, eleven boys 
between the ages of one and twelve, nineteen girls between the 
same ages, and three female infants; seventy-six were English, ten 
Scotch, and twenty-two Irish. 

To the Falkland Islands 20 emigrants were conveyed, of whom 
three were married men, four married women, nine single men, and 
four single women ; one was English, and nineteen were Irish. 

The total amounts to 4637 souls, of whom 379 were married men, 
380 married women, 1098 single men, 2066 single women, 315 boys 
between the ages of one and twelve, 320 girls between the same 
ages, thirty-nine male infants, and forty female; 1715 were English, 
400 Scotch, 2494 Irish, and 28 foreigners.

The trustees of the Gilchrist Trust have proposed to establish 
two annual scholarships of £100 a year, to be held by natives of 
India at the Universities of London and Edinburgh. All persons 
born in India, except those of pure European descent, will be per- 
mitted to com , and the award will be by open competition, by 
examiners the direction of the trustees. The scholarships are 
to be tenable for five The Secretary of State for India, with 
a view to encourage scheme, has sanctioned the grant of £100 
for passage to each scholar proceeding to England. The first 
examination is to be in January next. 


_ The annual show of window plants was held in the Clare-market 
Mission Chapel, Clement’s-lane, Strand, on Tuesday. A large 
number of plants were brought together from the back courts and 
alleys of the parish; some of them were very fair specimens, and 
all loo green and fresh ; one plant has been in the possession of 
the exhibitor ag eae years.

The Secretary for War has laid before the House of Commons 
the close of a « ce between the Treasury and the War 
Office on the formation of an Army Control Department. It was 
commenced by Sir John Pakington, on Dec. 19 last, when the right 
hon. Baronet communicated his opinion to the Treasury, “ that 
economy and efficiency in ce and war might be moted by 
combining under one Controller-in-Chief what are called the depart- 
ments of supply—viz., transport, commissariat, stores, purveyors, 
and barracks.’’ After a series of negotiations extending over 
several months, the Treasury issued a minute, stating that there 
will be “prospectively,” in addition to the secretary and 
Parliamentary under secretary, a nanent under secretary, 
competent to advise the Minister for War on military matters, and

Dr. Atlay, the new Bishop of Hereford, was enthroned, on 
Thureday week, at the Cathedral, Hereford, with much ceremony, 
and in the presence of a very large assemblage of clergy and laity. 

Mr. Wyse, of Cork, has contributed £2600 to complete the sum 
of £12,000 required to be collected within a limited time—which ex- 
pired on the Ist inst.—in order to complete the restoration of the 
cathedral at Cork. 


The annual choral festival for the rural deaneries of Burnham 
and Maidenhead, in the diocese of Oxford, was held, on Thursday, 
at the Church of the Holy Trinity, Windsor. Mr. Woodford, the 
new Vicar of Leeds, preached in the morning. 


A bazaar was held at Lutterworth, last week, in aid of the fund 
for the restoration of the parish church, rendered famous by its 
association with the name of the Reformer Wickliffe. The proceeds 
amounted to over £650. A large sum is still required to complete 
the work. 


The new Church of St. Peter, erected on Hunslet Moor by the 
Leeds Church Extension Society, was consecrated, on Tuesday 
morning, by the Bishop of Ripon. Mr. William Ingham, a native 
of Hunslet, and her Majesty’s Consul at Palermo, is a handsome 
contributor to this church, having defrayed £3000 of the total cost, 
which amounts to £5400. 


In St. Paul's Cathedral, on Sunday morning last, the Rev. R. C. 
Packman, Rector of Langdon Hills, Essex, preached. The fol- 
lowing are the preachers for the rest of this month :—12, the Rev. 
Edward Hayes Plumptre, Professor of Theology in King’s College, 
London; 19, the Rev. Frederick G. Blomfield, Rector of St. Andrew 
Undershaft; 26, the Rev. Thomas Grainger Hall, Professor of 
Mathematics in King’s College, London. 


Her Majesty has given £500 to the jubilee fund of the Incor- 
porated Church Building Society. During the fifty years of its 
existence the society has assisted 5366 places, obtaining by its 
grants 1,413,933 additional seats in churches, 1,084,204 being reserved 
for the poor, free and a my for ever. The Bishop of 
London has consented to preach for the society at the Chapel Royal, 
Whitehall, on Sunday morning next, the 12th inst. 


In the Upper House of Convocation, yesterday week, it was 
agreed to memorialise the Queen to grant permission to the Arch- 
bishop to direct a larger representation of the clergy in the Lower 
House, there being no statute to the contrary. At present the re- 
presentatives of the capitular bodies and ex officio members out- 
number the elected portion of the House. The Lower House agreed 
to the memorial sent down by the Upper House against the dis- 
establishment of the Irish Church, and the proposal of Dean Stanley 
to add a rider recommending the endowment of the Roman 
Catholic priesthood was withdrawn. The Bishops’ report on 
the Natal question also received the concurrence of the 
Lower House.——Convocation was prorogued on Saturday. 
The Bishops added the name of the Bishop of Rochester 
to the committee they have appointed to report on the 
heresy of the Rev. Mr. Voysey, who, according to somebody cited 
by the Bishop of Salisbury, is worse than Dr. Colenso, and his 
Grace the Primate underteok to prosecute the inquiry at once. The 
Lower House adopted the report of the committee on intercom- 
munion with the Eastern Churches. The principle upon which such 
intercommunion is based is acknowledgment of the fact that “all 
Caurches which are one in the possession of a true episcopate, one 
in sacraments, and one in their creed, are, by their union in their 
common Lord, bound to receive one another to full communion in 
yrayers and sacraments as members of the same household of faith.’’ 
t was very carefully explained by the committee that they do not 
desire a fusion of the English and Oriental Churches, but only such 
a friendly union as shall ensure that a member of the one, ahethet 
cleric or layman, may join in the worship and sacraments of the 
other without forfeiting membership of his own communion. The 
Dean of Westminster reminded his reverend brethren that the 
Church of England enjoys and accords this liberty as it is.”’ 


THE UNIVERSITIES AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
CAMBRIDGE. 

Mr. C. G. Newton, of Epsom College, has been elected to a 
scholarship at St. Catherine's. 

The Chancellor (the Duke of Devonshire) has appointed William 
Forsyth, Esq., Q.C., of Trinity College, to be his Commissary, in the 
room of the Right Hon. Lord Justice Selwyn. 

It has been decided that there will be no award of the Burney 
(theological) prize this year. The subject was, “To consider the 
Object and Significance of Ceremonies in Religious Worship.”’ 


At a special general meeting of the London University College, 
last Saturday, Professor Grote, the historian of Greece, was unani- 
mously elected president, in the room of Lord Brougham, deceased. 


Sir Alexander Grant was on Monday elec®.d Princi of the 
University of Edinburgh. He had four votes, and Sir James 
Simpson three. 


Thureday week was the Harrow Speech Day, and among the 
visitors was Mr. Longfellow. During the day a performance of 
sacred music was given on the chapel organ. The tomb which is 
associated with Byron’s name, to the south-west corner of the 
churchyard, has at length been gl protected from further 
injury by the kind care of Mr. John Murray and other friends. 


The Rev. T. W. Jex-Blake, one of the classical masters of 
Rugby, has been nominated Principal of Cheltenham College. 


Mr. J. R. Mozley, Fellow of King’s College, Cambridge, has 
been appointed to a Lectureship in Classical Literature in King’s 
College, London. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury presided, yesterday week, at the 
distribution of prizes and certificates of honour amongst the students 
of King’s College who had successfully passed the midsummer 
examination. At the conclusion of the ceremony, which was 
attended by a very numerous company of ladies and gentlemen, Dr. 
Jelf, the late Principal, took leave of his former pupils. The Jelf 
testimonial, a handsome silver vase, was unveiled by Mr. H. Worms, 
honorary Fellow of the college and president of the students’ testi- 
monial committee ; and his Grace, in presenting it, referred to the 


leading incidents in the dector’s career, dwelling specially upon his 





tutorship of the Prince of Wales, and concluded by expressing a 
fervent hope that the reverend doctor would long enjoy that learned 
leisure and dignified repose which he had so well earned. 

The speech day at Highgate School, on Wednesday week, was of 
more than usual interest from its being chosen as the day for ac- 
knowledging the thirty years’ service of its Head Master, the Rev. 
Dr. Dyne, formerly Fellow of Wadham College, Oxford. Within 
a few months, without any canvassing, nearly a thousand pounds 
was raised among the pupils, friends, and neighbours of the school 
to found prizes connecting with it the name of its great benefactor 
for ever; at the same time making a personal recognition of his 
services by devoting about one third of the sum raised to a gift of 

late. It is not surprising, therefore, that on Wednesday week Sir 

oger Cholmeley’s school was filled to overflowing with a brilliant 
and enthusiastic audience, gathered not only to hear the speeches 
and witness the distribution of prizes, but to take a friendly part in 
the presentation to the Head Master. 


Mr. Alexander W. Potts, M.A., late fellow of St. John’s College, 
Cambridge, and at present one of the masters of Rugby School, has 
been appointed Head Master of the Fettes College, Edinburgh. 








POST-OFFICE STATISTICS. 


A return recently furnished by Mr. Chetwynd, Receiver and 
Accountant-General to the Post Office, shows that from Jan. 5, 
1830, to March 31, 1867, the revenue collected by the Post Office 
increased from more than two to more than four and a half millions 
sterling. The receipts for postage by the returns in 1830 were 
£2,184,607, and the commission on money orders ni/ (as the money- 
order office did not become a branch of the Post Office until Dec. 6, 
1838) ; in 1840 the postage receipts amounted to £2,385,567, and 
the commission on money orders to £5196; in 1850 the former 
amounted to £2,094,825, and the latter to £70,524; in 1860 the 
former rose to £3,192,825, and the latter to £117,829; and in 1867 
the receipts from postage were returned at a total of £4,343,544, 
and from commission on money orders at £168,029. The registra- 
tion fees are paid by means of postage-stamps, and no separate 
account of such fees is kept. 

The system of registering letters commenced on Jan. 6, 1841, 
when a fee of ls. was charged for each letter. This was reduced to 
6d. on March 28, 1848, and to 4d. on Aug. 1, 1862. 

The rates of commission first charged on money orders were 6d. 
for any sum not exceeding £2, and 1s. 6d. for any sum above £2 and 
not exceeding £5. In November, 1840, the former rate was reduced 
to 3d., and the latter to 6d.; and in 1862 an extension of rates 
occurred, when a charge of 9d. was levied for any sum above £5 and 
not exceeding £7; and one of 1s. for any sum above the latter and 
not exceeding £10. 


The bridge across the Dee at Kirkcudbright was thrown 
open to public traffic on Wednesday. This work was undertaken 
and completed chiefly by the munificence of Mr. Murray Stewart, 
of Broughton, and Mr. M‘Lellan, of St. Mark’s. 


The trial of Count Chorinsky for complicity in the murder by 
poison of his wife was concluded at Munich on Saturday week, and 
he was sentenced to twenty years’ imprisonment in a fortress, with 
banishment at the expiration of his sentence. 


Wimbledon-common has once more assumed the appearance it 
usually presents during the rifle carnival. There will be seventeen 
separate camps belonging entirely to metropolitan volunteer regi- 
ments. Altogether, the camp will be the largest and most complete 
which has yet been formed. 


The Great Western Railway Widows and Orphans’ Fund Féte 
was held, on Tuesday, in Aldermaston Park, the seat of Mr. 
Higgford Burr, who, for the second time, placed the use of his 
extensive and picturesque grounds at the disposal of the committee. 
The attendance was greater than on any previous year, more than 
10,000 persons being present. 


The Society of Friends, through its executive, has issued an 
encyclical, lamenting the increasing departure in that body from 
true Christian simplicity. In the same document attention is called 
to the fact of millions of men being trained for arms in the various 
countries of Europe, and its utter incompatibility “‘ with those fruits 
of the Spirit which Christians are to bring forth, and with the great 
purposes of the Redeemer’s coming and reign.” 


A review of the troops at Aldershott Camp was held on Wednes- 
day, under the command of Lieutenant-General the Hon. Sir James 
Yorke Scarlett, K.C.B. After going through a series of field evo- 
lutions incidental to a sham fight, the different brigades marched 
past and returned to quarters. The troops were formed in dif- 
ferent order to that which has heretofore been followed.- The 
cavalry were formed into two brigades and acted as a division ; the 
infantry was divided into two divisions, each having two brigades. 


On Wednesday evening the sixteenth anniversary festival of the 
friends of the National Orphan Home, Ham-common, was cele- 
brated at the Castle Hotel, Richmond, under the presidency of the 
Right Hon. Chichester Fortescue, M.P., who, in proposing the 
toast of the evening, drew attention to the history aud progress of 
the institution from the period of its establishment, in 1849. The 
right hon. gentleman’s address was followed by the reading of a list 
of subscriptions, amounting to about £500. 


The Plymouth fort target, at Shoeburyness, was again attacked 
on Tuesday, by the 10-inch gun, the result being a further failure 
of the iron-plank system, the whole of the three layers of 5-inch 
planking above the porthole giving way en masse; one large 
portion, weighing upwards of 30 cwt., was hurled against the rope 
mantlet, forcibly bending the 3-inch iron bar which supported it, 
whilst other fragments, weighing from 1 cwt. to 2} cwt. each, were 
precipitated 100 ft. to the rear. A salvo was fired on Wednesday at 
the target, from the 12-inch and 9-inch rifled guns, and the 15-inch 
Rodman gun. The weight of shot thrown by this gun 
battery was 1304 Ib., with a force of 12,946 foot-tons. The 15-inch 
portion of the iron fort, between the first and second struts, was 
totally crushed in, and a gap made through which men passed, 


The usual festive gathering of the friends of the Chichester 
training-ship took place last Wednesday, on board the ship, lying 
off Greenhithe. here was a numerous and influential attend- 
ance. The ship was inaugurated in December, 1866, and the first 
fifty boys were draughted from the Refuge, in Great Queen- 
street, on the last day of that year. During last year 134 more 
boys, inmates of the Refuge, volunteered to the ship to be trained 
for a seafaring life, either in the Royal Navy or the merchant ser- 
vice. The proceedings included a luncheon and the distribution of 

rizes by Lest Shaftesbury. Twenty prizes were placed at the 
Siegen of the committee by Mr. Macgregor (£1 each and a bronze 
m ), the conditions being swimming, general smartness, Bible 
knowledge, and general good behaviour.

Government has also 
been repeatedly applied to for assistance in the matter, but nothing 
definite could arrived at. However, not long ago the oppor- 
tunity offered of obtaining the mansion of Belvedere, at Erith, 
the late seat of Lord Say and Sele, and the building has been 
taken and fitted up with all the necessary appliances for a hospital. 
The mansion is large, and capable of holding a large number of 
— and the grounds are extensive. This place is a well- 
known object to all passengers down the Thames, being command- 
ingly situated on a wooded height close to Erith. Since the hos- 
pital has been formed we understand that Government has made 
some proposition, which may perhaps cause another change,

EXPEDITION. 


Our Special Artist gives the fol- 
lowing account of the subjects of 
his sketches engraved for this 
Number of our Journal :— 

“*Kassai, Prince orruler of Tigré, 
reached Senafe on May 25, on a 
visit to Sir Robert Napier. A 
private interview took place on 
that day, and there was a public 
durbar next day, at which pre- 
sents were given, and it was an- 
nounced that about 800 muskets 
would be handed over to Kassai, 
and some guns and mortars. The 
next day Kassai was invited to 
come and see the performance of 
the Naval Rocket Brigade. This 
body was organised under Captain 
Fellowes, of H.M.S. Dryad. Its 
armament consists of twelve 
rocket-tubes; each tube can be 
carried upon a mule, with two 
boxes of ammunition. Within 
fifty or sixty seconds after the 
order is given to prepare for 
action, the tubes can be made all 
ready and the firing may begin. 
As these tubes can be so easily 
carried, their use in mountain 
warfare is evident; and in the 
present campaign they have dotie 
very good service. At Arogee 
these noisy missiles produced great 
consternation among Theodore’s 
rash followers, and in the attack 
upon Magdala, on April 13, they 
were equally effective. The, bri- 
ao earned great praise from the 

ommander-in-Chief; and their 
fame had spread throughout 
Abyssinia, so that Kassai was 
most anxious to see these terrible 
instruments of destruction. The 
brigade turned out, and a point 
was selected high up on the bare 
rock, which is so remarkable a fea- 
ture in the Senafe landscape. This 
was made the point of attack; 
and it was wonderful to see how 
near to that point every rocket 
went. Sir Robert Napier led 
Kassai by the hand, and had the 
rockets and their action explained 
to him. The principal chiefs of 
Tigré were there, and all mani- 
fested the greatest astonishment 
at what they saw. General 
Florente and Count Mirasol, the 
Spanish officers wholately reached 
the camp, were also on the 
ground, and expressed their 
admiration at the performance of 
the Naval Brigade. 

“The Commander - in - Chief 
made a rest of four days at Senafe, 
and marched himself with the last 
column. The tents and baggage 
were all sent off, and only a small 
escort retained of the 4th (King’s Own) and the Beloochees, with two 
guns of the mule mountain train. At ten o'clock Kassai arrived, 
with his principal chiefs, and rode out with Sir Robert Napier to the 
head of the ghaut, about a mile distant, which forms the boundary 
of Abyssinia and the Turkish territory. Here the historical 
fact of the British expedition leaving Abyssinia was turned 
into a short ceremony. The rapid fire of the Snider rifle 
was exhibited to Kassai and his people by one of the 4th (King’s 
Own), and Colonel Dillon fired seven shots from a repeating-rifle

of an American pattern. A salute was also fired from the mountain 
guns. Sir Robert Napier then shook hands with Kassai, and ex- 
pressed a wish “‘ that God might guide and prosper him for his own 
good and for the good of all his people.’’ In another minute the 
Commander-in-Chief had crossed the boundary, and before five 
minutes more had elapsed the whole British force had left 
the Abyssinian territory. The curiously shaped hill in the back- 
ground of the sketch of this scene is called Amba Daroo. 
During the few days spent at Senafe there were many inter-

views between Sir Robert and 
Kassai, in which the General 
endeavoured to give Kassai the 
best counsel he could to guide 
him for the future, particularly 
with a view to preserve peace in 
the country. How far this advice 
will be successful in its influence 
time only canshow. It was given 
with the best and kindliest inten- 
tions, and with the desire that 
anarchy should not follow an 
expedition which has been so 
satisfactorily terminated.’ 

Our Artist further remarks upon 
his Portrait of Prince Dejajmatch 
Kassai :-— 

**As the ruler of Tigré, this 
Prince is the most important man 
in Abyssinia. As Theodore’s 
power declined, Kassai began to 
assume the titles and claims of 
his formidable enemy. He got 
Theodore’s Royal seal copied, 
with the lion of Judah upon it, 
and he calls himself ‘ Rysa Mek- 
wanent ya Ythiopia,’ or Head of 
the Chiefs of Ethiopia. He is 
about twenty-six years of age, of 
small stature, not strong in body, 
and evidently, from his physiog- 
nomy, not powerful in mind. The 
fear is that he is too mild and 
gentle, and that the more powerful 
character of Gobazye will give 
him the real ascendancy over the 
chiefs of Abyssinia. A powerful 
Prince who could preserve peace 
and enforce rule and order in 
Tigré would not only develop the 
trade of that province but would 
influence the whole of Northern 
Africa and produce an immense 
amount of benefit in these semi- 
barbarous countries. It was with 
this object in view that Sir Robert 
Napier counselled Kassai and his 
chiefs to refrain from an ag- 
gressive course, but to stand firmly 
upon the defensive; and, after 
giving him arms, it is hoped he 
will be able to maintain this in- 
dependent position, and that 
peace and stability of government 
willensue. In the Portrait the 
Prince is dressed in the white 
shama or sheet worn by all the 
better class of people in this 
country; and the plaited hair is 
in the style which is very com- 
monly seen in all parts of 
Abyssinia. I found Kassai in a 
red tent; he sat on a charpoy, or 
native bed, which goes by the 
name of alga or throne. It had 
a mat upon it and two cushions, 
between which Kassai sat and 
occasionally took a taste of tedge 
or mead from a bottle. A couple 
of carpets extended in front on 
each side; upon this the chiefs 
sat, and there were about o dozen attendants standing and sitting 
all round. There were no chairs or stools, so that I had to take 
the carpet while I sketched, and, before leaving, I was regaled with 
the national drink of tedge.’’

A féte in honour of Sir Robert Napier, and to celebrate the 
success which attended our arms in the Abyssinian expedition, was 
celebrated at the Crystal Palace on Wednesday. Sir Robert Napier 
was enthusiastically welcomed by the visitors, about 27,000 of 
whom were present to do him honour. 


The Deep Sea and Coast Fishery Commissioners for Ireland, in 
their report for the year 1867, issued on Thursday, state that “ the 
fisheries in general have not been attended with the same measure 
of success during the past as in the previous and several preceding 
years, yet we are satisfied that the diminished productiveness is not 
due to any falling off in the extent and value of the fisheries, but 
rather to fortuitous circumstances, which may, and indeed must, be 
of occasional recurrence. Neither do we think that the diminution 
in the number of the boats and men employed is indicative of a 
failing prosperity, but is more probably the result of a 
final abandonment of old and decaying boats on the intro- 
duction of a new, larger, and obetter-found class, and 
the growing, disposition on the part of the men forming 
their crews, whove occupation is generally more of an agricultural 
nature, to leave men who are disposed to give their whole time to 
it, and to become, in fact, fishermen by profession, the pursuit of 
the fisheries. The herring fishery on the eastern coast has been 
comparatively unremunerative, owing to the late period at which 
the fish appear to hive entered the Channel. The great mackerel 
fishery on the south coast has also becn comparatively a failure.”

The troops marched past her Majesty upon Hungry-hill, and after- 
wards maneuvred. The number reviewed was about 10,000. At 
the conclusion the Queen drove to the Royal Pavilion, and partook 
of tea. A guard of honour of the 5th Fusiliers was in attendance. 
Her Majesty afterwards returned by road to Windsor. The Marquis 
and Marchioness of Abercorn and Lieutenant-General Sir Robert 
Napier, G.C.B., arrived at the castle the previous day, and had the 
honour of dining with the Queen. Sir Robert Napier left the castle.

A PROPOSED NEW HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
The report of the Select Committee ap; to consider whether 
any improvements can be made in the arrangements of the House 
of Commons was published on Wednesday morning. The minutes 
of evidence are printed, and also a list of plans. The Committee 
acknowledge that the present House is defective in the’ necessasy 
extent of accommodation, and are unanimously of opinion that this 
can be remedied in the most satisfactory manner, and without ia-

Mr. Barry’s proposal to this effect was carefully considered, aad 
it is printed at length in the report. By it the Committe> say the 
present House will neither be pulled down nor injured, but, om the 
contrary, restored to the much more beautiful shape it possessed im 
the year 1850, according to the designs of the late Sir C. Barry. It 
is suggested that the building so restored should be used partly as a 
lobby exclusively for members and partly for offices connected with 
the business of the House. It is proposed to take down the present 
dining-rooms and construct a new House on the space now occupied 
by the Commons’ court and the dining-rooms. To complete the 
plan, dining-rooms for members will have to be made on the ground 
floor, which will open upon a terrace and be much more spacious 
than the present rooms. 

The new House would contain 569 members, 419 of whom would 
be on the floor, and there would be room also for 330 strangers. 
The present House holds 428 members, of whom 306 are on the floer, 
and 263 strangers. 

The seats for Peers in Mr. Barry's plan will accommodate fifty- 
six persons, instead of forty-four, as at present. At the oppesite 
end of the House, behind the Speaker's chair, eight seats would be 
provided for official persons who may desire to communicate with 
Ministers and heads of departments. 

Access to the new House would be obtained through the present 
House, converted into an innerlobby, reserved for members only. 
The plan also includes rooms in the present House for the post- 
office and the Secretary and ex-Secretary of the Treasury; it alse 
embraces a refreshment-room, four private rooms for members, 
reading-rooms, a new and enlarged vote-office, official rooms for 
different departments of the Government, with a private and direct 
access, new refreshment-rooms on a larger scale, and an increase im 
the accommodation for the press. 

The ladies’ gallery at present affords space for about forty-twe 
ladies. Mr. Barry proposes to construct two additional private 
galleries, holding fourteen persons, at one end of the House 

With regard to the expense, Mr. Barry stated in his evidence that 
the whole might be done for £120,000. 

The drawings of the legislative chambers of Paris, Washingtea, 
Berlin, Vienna, Florence, Brussels, and Ottawa, which are annexed 
to the report, are made on the assumption of a tribune, and this ae 
doubt solves the difficult question of acoustics; but the Committee 
believe that such a change is open to serious objection, and weuld 
not be in conformity with the wishes of the House.

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 

Again the House of Peers has been distinguishing itself. Can it be 
the effect of the infusion of such new, and, in a certain sense, hot, 
blood, as that flowing in the veins of the new Lord Chancellor and 
the new Lord Salisbury that has given an impulse to the hitherto 
c<omparatively torpid idiosyncrasy of the Upper House? Since the 
time of Thurlow no Lord Chancellor has assumed so much positive 
authority over the House as has Lord Cairns; while the mocking 
spirit of Lord Salisbury seems even more developed than when he 
‘wasan M.P. Then Lord Carnarvon is in a state of bitterness; and 
Lord Derby appears to be always trying to treat his recalcitrant 
ex-Secretary for the Colonies as if he was a wayward, naughty boy; 
and so there is, sad to relate, a row in that whilome decorous and 
slightly dull assembly almost every evening. The unanimity which 
prevailed on the occasion of the vote of thanks to the army of 
Abyssinia wassoon broken, for presently the Whig Peers believed they 
had discovered a plot on the part of the Ministry to prevent a meeting 
of Parliament before Christmas, by delaying the progress of the 
Government scheme of Reform. So, when Lord Beauchamp 
wanted to renew the fight on the Boundary Bill, in which the 
Government had been worsted in the Commons, up jumped Earl 
Russell in one of his fits of virtuous indignation, which causes one 
to dread physical bursting in him, and, with precedents of Fox 
and Burke, and all that, protested vocally first, and then, 
getting his friends up to the point of a physico-moral demonstration 
(a plagiarism on a small scale from Mr. Beales), they walked in pro- 
cession out of the House. By this it was meant to be understood 
that the Ministry was flagitious and dishonest that an 
honourable Opposition could not come even into conflict with 
them, just as a well-dressed gentleman declines a pugilisti 
encounter with a chimney-sweeper. Perhaps—supposing the accu- 
sation of an intrigue was just—the Government showed not very 
proudly ; but it is undeniable that the Whig Peers, who intended to 
be sublime, rendered themselves nearly ridiculous. To be sure, they 
compelled the Ministry to abandon all opposition to the Boundary 
Bill; and Lord Granville has crowed over this every night since ; 
but there has been wonderful scope for chaff from such wicked wits 
as Lord Derby and Lord Salisbury on the special Russell demon- 
stration. In short, what with retorts courteous between the Lord 
Chancellor and Lord Carnarvon, interspersed with cutting ejacula- 
tions from Lord Derby, the Upper House has been every evening, to use 
a homely but expressive phrase, as good as aplay. Any way, no one 
can say that the Peers are a lifeless, emotionless body now. It ought 
to be said that their Lordships are doing their regular work with a 
celerity quite praiseworthy ; for not only have they got through the 
whole of the Reform scheme of the Government which has been 
sent up to them, and so are abreast of the Commons, but they have 
absolutely fed the Lower H with measures, which the 
popular assembly is now to a great extent employed.

Then, why, when he was 
speaking of the elephants of Asia drawing the artillery of Europe 
over tracks in Africa, from which most hunters and trappers 
would have shrunk, could not have put the word American 
before trapper? for then he would have got in all the quarters of 
the Some accusation of exaggeration, if not exactly of 
language, yet of sentiment, must be laid against Mr. Gladstone on 
this occasion. The foree which he put into his eulogium on Sir 
Robert Napier was tremendous, and in its result the effect was not 
pleasant to judicious listeners, some of whom might have thought 
that when praise becomes fulsome it ceases to be praise in the true 
sense of the word. Asit would have been difficult to out-rant the two 
leaders, the other members of the House wisely forbore to add any- 
thing, and the ceremonial was, if inone regard unhappy, happily brief. 
One thing ought to be noticed, and that was that Mr. Gladstone 
was nearly as eulogistic on the Government as to Abyssinia as he 
was on Sir Robert Napier; and, by rights, iron tears ought to 
have run down Mr. Disraeli’s cheeks, and maudlin drops dis- 
solved on Sir Stafford Northcote’s countenance. 

There was a supposition, when, evening, Colonel Barttel 
rose from close behind Mr. Disraeli, and tried to obstruct the Re- 
gistration Bill, that he was playing in the Commons the part which 
Lord Beauchamp had essayed in the Lords, and that both, at 
the secret behest of the Premier, were working to delay the advent 
of the new Parliament. Whoever had any doubts on that point, 
rough-spoken Mr. Smollett had none, and, as in blurting out his 
whole ideas on the subject, he came to saying that the First Minister 
was excouraged in this scheme by a section of the Liberal party, 
there arose from a particular part of the Opposition benches such a 
whoop that it seemed self-evident that it was meant to stifle the 
revelation which was coming. 

On the whole, the plan of morning sittings from two to seven, and 
then an evening meeting starting from nine o'clock, answers pretty 
well. Attempts to count out during the evening sittings have lately 
been decided failures, probably because of the personal watchfulness 
of Mr. Disraeli; and, asthe axiom he has laid down that on these 
particular days midnight does not commence until an hour at least 
after twelve of the clock, by going on until quite two a good deal of 
business has been got through. Unless, however, the business taken 
at the morning sittings is a bill in Committee, five hours are 
generally wasted. For instance, the Metropolitan Foreign Cattle 
Market Bill, being the subject of almost party contention, having 
been taken with the Speaker in the chair, has been regularly talked 
out on three occasions, and so Mr. Disraeli has pronounced that he 
will not give garrulity such a chance again in the day time. In the 
discussions on this measure and the Election Petitions Biil there have 
been here and there characteristics peeping out or shining out, as the 
case may be. Thus, during the conversation on the Election Bill, it was 
amusing to behold Sir Robert Collier energetically defending the pro- 
position to create a tribunal consisting of two honorary Judges, the 
suggestion to the looker-on’s mind being that something has been 
heard of an arrangement in this matter by which Sir Robert will be 
raised to the Bench: while, on the other hand, there was Sir 
Roundell Palmer, who is perfectly disinterested, going out of his 
way, which is very far from a mocking way, in order to ridicule the 

roposition in all its moods and bearings. Somehow, in the 
ast few days, Mr. Lowe has been an active intervener; and 
on this measure he, provoked by a feeble attempt at self- 
assertion and defiance by the Solicitor-General, came in with a rush, 
searified everybody who supported the scheme, and proposed one 
of his own, which was carried easily against the Government. 
Again, nothing could be more amusing than the cool, contemptuous 
way in which, on the Public Schools Bill, he proposed a clause, the 
object of which was, so to speak, to insinuate the teaching of read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic in the curriculum of the great classical 
schools; and if it had passed there would have been periodically 
beheld the melancholy spectacle of six-form youths at Eton with more 
than nascent beards standing (doubtless with their hands behind 
them) before a Government inspector, and attempting exercitation 
in the “three Rs." However, a majority of the House of Commons, 
which has escaped this infliction in their own persons, saved the 
flower of England’s youth from « legradation. Here, as s0 
often he does, Mr. Labouchere distinguished himself. On a former 
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of the utterly ignorant persons which public schools turn out ; and 
now again, with enjoyable naiveté, he declared that, after ten years’ 
so-called teaching of those languages, he knew but a word or two 
of Latin and not a word of Greek; and, by implication, it must be 
taken besides that the rule of three would puzzle him and practice 
set him mad. In his way, this hon. gentleman is a Parliamenary 
gem. 

It would, on the face of it, seem difficult to work fun out of the 
estimate for the British Museum; but really, from his peculiar free- 
and-easy manner of moving that vote, Mr. Lowe rendered it very 
amusing. It may have been fancy, but there seemed an odd 
intonation about his voice when he 
researches amongst the tombs of the Lydian Kings, and of the rescue 
at Magdala of some Ethiopic MSS., which it was believed contained 
a copy of that literary treasure, the Book of Jasher. But it was re- 
served for Mr. Alderman Lusk to show how a man endowed, in his own 
estimation, with an overplus of common sense could deal with the 
art, for he was snappishly eloquent in derision of the Elgin Marbles, 
which—like the ‘* primrose on the fountain’s brim,’’ was a primrose, 
and nothing more, to a cognate gentleman of Mr. Wordsworth’s 
acquaintance—were to him only a collection of odd figures of men

them to form a judgment. The Earl of Carnarvon, who was 
Colonial Minister when the Act was negotiated with the North 
American delegates, reminded their Lordships of the circumstances 
under which the measure was passed through Parliament, and that 
it had been subsequently ratified by the Legislature of Nova Scotia. 
It was the Legislature succeeding that which carried resolutions in 
opposition to the Act, and it was upon those resolutions, which 
sprung from interested notions, and were not generally approved of 
by the colonists, that the petitions were founded. After some dis- 
in which Lords Normanby, Lyveden, Lyttelton, Airlie, 
Clanricarde, and Russell took part, the motion was withdrawn.

Mr. Secretary 
Hardy recommended the Committee to adhere to the clause as it 
stood, the terms of the oath having been approved by a Royal Com- 
mission and by a Select Committee of the House of Lords. After 
some discussion, the motion of Mr. Newdegate was negatived 
without a division.

RITUALISM. 

The Earl of Shaftesbury moved the second reading of the 
Uniformity of Public Worship Bill and explained its provisions, 
which differed from that of last year in its dealing with incense 
and lights as well as with vestments, and forbidding their use. 
After a lengthened discussion, the Earl of Derby expressed the 
highest esteem for the Earl of Shaftesbury, whom he believed to be 
most sincere in the motion that he made; but he believed that the 
time was inappropriate, and the best way to meet the motion was 
by moving the previous question. After a few words from the Earl 
of Shaftesbury, in reply, the amendment was put, “that the question 
be not put;’’ and it was carried, without a division. 

COMPULSORY CHURCH RATES ABOLITION BILL. 

On the report of the amendments on this bill being brought up, 

The Bishop of London moved a clause, the effect of which was to 
make the rate so far compulsory that the churchwardens would be 
able to compel the ratepayers to pay certain expenses which would 
otherwise fall upon the churchwardens peepee 

The Lord Chancellor opposed the clause, because it would mate- 


rially affect the voluntary contributions to the Church, and also | 


because the churchwardens could easily protect themselves by not 


making themselves liable until they had money in hand to pay the | 


amount for which they intended to make themselves liable. 

The clause was then put and negatived without a division. 

On clause 8 being proposed, the Bishop of Oxford moved an 
amendment, the effect of which was that, as the Church was to be 
supported by voluntary contributions, those who subscribed should 
have the administration of the funds. 

The House divided, when the amendment was negatived by a 
majority of 46 to 13. 

After some amendments had been disposed of, 

The Bishop of Oxford proposed that the bill should not take 
effect until after Easter, 1869, for the churchwardens had made 
their pecuniary arrangements for the year, and would be personally 
liable for them ; therefore, there would be great difficulties in the 
way. 

The Lord Chancellor thought there would be no inconvenience 
on that score, but that postponing the operation of the bill would 
lead to very serious inconveniences. 

After some conversation the amendment was negatived without 
a division. 

Several other amendments of a trivial character having been 
disposed of, the report was received and agreed to.

THE FARM. 


Another week and we shall be in the midst of the Royal Agri- 
cultural Show, which throws open its stock-yard at Leicester on 
Thursday. It is three years since cattle have been in the ranks, and 
there is intense curiosity among the breeders to see what each other 
has been doing during this fallow time. Unless some of the old 
winners come and do battle over again under the new rule, there 
will scarcely be anything in the ranks that has ever stood there 
before. If the present weather continues, the show cattle will 
have to live on “roast meat,’’ and the common ploughs and 
steam-cultivators will have to be tried in the autumn. There has 
seldom been such a general drought; some farmers are carrying 
their water three or four miles, and those who want to sell 
lambs at the forthcoming fairs are trembling for prices. During 
the past week we have seen no rain reported except a few showers 
from Middleham and Richmond. We hear the same sad story from 
Ireland. A friend writes from Meath :—*‘ Hot sun here, no dews 
at night, and the best grass lands are burned up; all crops will be 
deficient unless rain comes shortly. The meadows are very short, 
the oats very short, and turnips barely alive, though potatoes seem 
to go on well, so far.’’ 

We have been apt since the memorable banquet of February to 
associate Langham-place with the eaters of horseflesh.

THE ENGLISH REFORM BILL. 

Mr. Candlish asked the First Lord of the Treasury whether, in 
consequence of the decision in the Court of Common Pleas on 
Saturday last, in the case of ‘‘ Stamper v. the Churchwardens and 
Overseers of the parish of Sunderland,’’ having the effect of 
excluding many thousands in that and other boroughs from the 
franchise, whom Parliament, by the Representation of the People 
Act of las t year, intended to enfranchise, he will bring in a bill this 
Session to amend the 7th section of that Act, so as to give the 
franchise to those occupiers of parts of houses whom that decision 
excludes from its possession. 

Mr. Disraeli said the Act of last Session gave the franchise to 
every householder who paid his rates, and to lodgers of £10 value. 
He could not see that the decision of the Common Pleas impugned 
either of these qualifications. He should imagine the statement 
of the hon. member was greatly exaggerated, because there was no 
reason why these persons should not claim to be rated under the 
provisions of the Act, and, if their claims were valid they would be 
rated. He could, therefore, see no reason to introduce a measure 
to impugn the Act of last year. 

Sir R. Collier would not impugn the decision of the Common 


Pleas, but would point out that it decided these persons could not | 


be rated. No doubt the decision of the court was correct 
on the wording of the Act of last year, and he could not 
help thinking that it reversed the object of the House that these 
persons as Well as lodgers should be able to obtain the franchise. 
However, at this period of the Session it was too late to bring in 
a bill.

PENSION TO SIR R. NAPIER. 

Mr. Disraeli then handed to the Speaker a message from the 
Queen, which was read from the chair, as follows :-—** Her Majesty, 
having taken into consideration the important services rendered by 
Sir Robert Napier, Lieutenant-General of her Majesty's Army and 
Commander-in-Chief at Bombay, in the conduct of her Majesty's 
forces in Abyssinia, and being desirous to confer some signal mark 
of her favour in acknowledgment of these and other distinguished 
services of the said Sir Robert Napier, recommends to the House of 
Commons to make provision for a pension to Sir R. Napier and his 
next heir male of £2000 per annum.’’ 

On the motion of Mr. Disraeli, her Majesty's gracious message 
was ordered to be taken into consideration to-morrow. 

CORRUPT PRACTICES AT ELECTIONS BILL. 

Mr. Disraeli then made his promised statement with respect to 
the decision of the Committee on Monday night on the Election 
Petitions and Corrupt Practices at Elections Bill. He said that 
decisin restored the original proposal of the Government, which 
the House, in deference to the protest of the Judges, had given up. 
It was true that the Government had resisted this decision, but they 
had only done so from a fear that it would risk the passage of the 
measure this Session, which all must feel would S ®& most un- 
fortunate occurrence. The Committee had recorded its decision most 
unequivocally, and the Government would not affect to regret it. He 
would now briefly state the course which the Government, after great 
deliberation, would suggest. They proposed that at the commence- 
ment of every Michaelmas Term each of the superior courts should 
form a rota; and that one Judge of each court should be selected 
from it to take cognisance of election petitions, and other matters 
relating thereto under this Act. The | wee selected would receive 
an additional £500 for this service, but it was not to reckon towards 
his pension. The chiefs of the three superior courts would be 
exempted from this duty; and, considering the great increase of 
business which was here entailed upon the superior courta, a new 
Judge would be added to each court, but this additional Judge 
would be required to assist in the Divorce and other courts in which 
there might be a pressure of business. Power would be given, if 
the three Judges were not sufficient to transact the election business, 
especially after a general election, to appoint a Puisne Judge from 
the Court of Exchequer to assist them, on a uisition being made 
by the three Judges to the Secretary of State. ‘The clauses to carry 
out this proposal would be laid on the table to-night, and he 
proposed to take them into consideration at ‘a morning sitting 
to-morrow.

has been so well known for these ten years past to all who have 
bought at Mr. Strafford’s sales or who have had shorthorns to enter 
in the Herd Book.

Shorthorn men want to trace out pedigrees 
and to have their private catalogues made up; animals have also 
to be met and shipped at the docks; and gentlemen of the “long 
firm ’’ require looking after if they send their inviting little epistles 
from town or country. The most important part of Mr. Thornton's 
scheme is the keeping of a register of rams and bulls, &c., on sale, the 
contents of which will be published at intervals in a circular, witha 
resumé of shorthorn events and auctions, and sent to all subscribers 
as well as public places of agricultural resort at home and abroad. 
When Mr. Gladstone tried to tax charities he told how the rich ones 
devoured four or five patients in one dinner, and, at present, 
breeders seem to eat up nearly half a yearling bull in the expenses of 
running about the country before they get what they want. To 
foreigners, also, an office and a circular of this kind will be a great 
boon, as they will know at once what to do, and sometimes be spared 
the expense of coming over and undertaking a series of those mis- 
guided peregrinations which too often end in their falling into 
sharp hands and seercing shorthorns to the end of their days. 
No one is better up than Mr. Thornton in lines of shorthorn blood, 
and we are sure that he will be true to those antecedents which 
have made him troops of friends, and discard all those Booth, and 
Bates, and Towneley prejudices which the show-yards first stirred, 
and which many have not been slow to fan intoa flame. The short- 
horn world is wide enough for all, be they shorthorn auctioneers 
or tribes, and year after year it is lengthening its cords and 
strengthening its stakes. 

Seven French departments have joined in a great cattle show at 
Puy this year. Only seven shorthorns wef® shown, but the cross- 
breds numbered a score. The Southdowns and their crossbreds 
held a very high position. 

The Cambridgeshire and Isle of Ely show was held at Newmarket 
last week. Mr. Tom Jennings, the trainer of Gladiateur and 
Fille de I’ Air, was quite the hero of the ring, as he won with his 
small white boar and his large black sow, his beautiful thorough- 
bred hackney Amicable by Amsterdam, and his German-bred sire 
King Pippin by Blackdrop from a Priam mare. In an after- 
dinner speech, he said, in his dry, incisive way, that his emotions on 
winning that day equalled, if they did not excel, what he felt on 
winning a great race. A noble Lord was almost lachrymose over 
“the blighted hopes’’ of the farmers, because wheat has been 
falling gradually from 73s. 10d., and blandly rebuked the noble 
chairman for smiling on after his first warning, instead of becoming 
a Job on the spot. Oundle was in its “‘Sunday best’’ for the 
Northamptonshire gathering last week, and Messrs. Garne, 
Knowles, and Robinson had their work cut out for them 
among the shorthorns in the fat stock and breeding classes. 
Mr. Rowland Wood was first with fat cows, but only 
second with oxen to Mr. C. Speed; while Sir W. de Capel 
Broke won twice with steers and once with a heifer. Mr. J. Lynch, 
of Stroxton, was first in two bull classes; Mr. R. Wood, with Lord 


| Chancellor, the first-prize Royal bull at Plymouth, in a third; and 


| Mr. R. E. Oliver, with Cherry Butterfly, in a fourth.

| was also second with Cherry Grand Duke; Mr. Pawlett had two 








firsts; and Lady Pigot a first and a second. No less than £225 
and a cup were given as prizes for shorthorns. Mr. Rowland Wood 
took two firsts with pigs, and the Leicesters and Oxford Downs 
mustered very fairly. Sixteen hunting brood-mares and their foals 
entered the ring, and Mr. Cheney kept this prize for Oundle with 
his fine brown by Ambrose. Mr. Lynes won the hack prize with 
a neat, clever mare by Idler from Rural Dean’s dam; and the 
hunters, as a whole, were not remarkable. At Ripon meeting, on 
Tuesday, British Hope, bred by Lady Pigot, and by British 
Prince (14,197) from Isabella Hopewell, took the first prize for aged 
bulls; and Mr. Hutchinson, of Catterick, swept the first, second, 
and third prizes for Leicester shearlings, with sons of Mr. Borton’s 
Royal sheep Blair Athol. Twenty hunters were shown for the cup 
for four-year-olds and upwards, which was won by Lady Derwent, 
the Islington gold medalist; and Mr. J. B. Booth’s Brigadier and 
two others were commended. 

Seventy-eight new members (including Lord Suffield and Sir 
Thomas Gresley) joined the ranks at the monthly meeting ef the 
Royal Agricultural Society ; and the Duke of Sutherland, K.G., 
and Lord Kenlis were elected governors. The question of combining 
the secretary's and editor's offices was brought on and produced four 
divisions, some of them exceedingly close. The recommendation 
of the committee was that the offices should be united, but that 
the present secretary's offer to undertake them with a sub-editor 
to be approved of by the society should not be accepted. They 
suggested that if Mr. Hall Dare’s alternative was not accepted he 
should be presented with a year’s salary (£400) on retiring, and that 
the future secretary and editor should have £600a year. The report 
was rejected by 14to 13. Lord Walsingham proposed that Mr. Hall 
Dare’s offer be accepted. Lord Powis’s amendment, opposing the 
combination of offices and moving to defer the matter till 
November, was lost by 17 to 15; and Lord Walsingham’s motion, 
by 18 to 13; and after all “ this strange vicissitude of things,’’ the 
recommendation of the committee as to the combination of offices 
was carried by 16 to 14, and the remuneration to Mr. Hall Dare was 
fixed at £600, or £200 more than the committee proposed. The 
sub-editor proposition seemed quite untenable ; but it can hardly be 
denied that the decision falls very hard on Mr. Hall Dare after nine 
years of faithful service; and we only trust that a successor may 
be found to equal him in promptitude and courtesy, and have so 
good an account to render of his oe 

Without any reflection on the late Mr. Frere, whose feeble

He would thus make the erquaintance of all the most distinguished 
farmers and engineers, so as to exchange minds with them, and be 
able to get hold of them as ‘‘consulting counsel’’ if he has a diffi- 
culty then or at any other time and needs advice in their special 
groove of thought and action. He would need everything that he 
can see or hear, if he is to write with any effect what ought to be 
the leading article of the number. Again, if there is a great inter- 
national cattle show abroad, or there are any remarkable experiments 
at home, he should go to head-quarters, if possible, and not trust 
to proxies. In fact, to edit the journal properly needs all the con- 
centrated thought and energy that a man can bring to bear on it.

Corx Excnaxer (Monday Fresh up to this morning’s market the 
arrivals of wheat from Essex and Kent were very small, but the quality of 
the samples was generally good. All kinds met a very dull inquiry, and 
prices were nominally Is. to 2s. per quarter lower than on Monday laa. 
There was a good show of foreign samples on the stands, in which a few 
retail transactions took place, at a like reduction in values.

She preceded her hus- 
band by several years as an \ex- 
hibitor at the Academy, and her 
qiedodt works, down to “ The 

artyr’’ in the present gather- 
ing, cannot fail to have been 
noticed and admired. 


BRITISH PROTESTANT 
CEMETERY, BILBAO, SPAIN. 


For nearly a century past the 
und known as the “Cam 
nto de los Ingleses,”’ or still 

better as the “ Siete Arboles,’’ so 

called from seven oak-trees which 
are yet standing, has been devoted 
to the interment of foreigners 
who have had the misfortune to 
die at Bilbao and who were with- 
out the le of the Roman 

Catholic Church. It is situated 

on the margin of the river 

Nervion, about a mile from the 

town of Bilbao, in a marshy tract 

of land which was wholly un- 
inclosed, overgrown with weeds 
and eptangled brushwood, and 
half submerged at every tide. In 
summer this place was the chosen 
spot for merrymaking, and in 
winter the resort of sportsmen in 

—— of snipe. The cemetery 

Ay in a state of great neglect, 

with the headstones broken, de- 
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faced, or overturned, and even 
the bones of the dead washed 
away by the gradual destruction 
of the river bank. So desecrated 
and abandoned, the deplorablé 
condition of this burial-ground 
long excited the most painful 
reflections in the mind of every 
Englishman who saw it. In 
the year 1860, through the 
exertions of her Majesty’s 
Consul at Bilbao, a considerable 
sum for the purpose of forming a 
cemetery was raised among the 
British residents, who consisted 
chiefly of the engineers, con- 
tractors, and workmen connected 
with the railway then in course of 
construction. The British Govern- 
ment added a certain sum to the 
amount collected from private 
contributions. In the following 
year the British Consul succeeded 
in obtaining a Royal order con- 
ceding the land permanently to 
the British Consulate at Bilbao; 
and, this important point being 
settled, the works were soon after- 
wards begun and carried into 
execution. 
The extent of the cemetery is 
about 450ft. in length, with an 
average width of 90ft. The 
ground—which has been raised 
several feet above the old level— 
is inclosed by a substantial eight- 
foot fence and a broad trench on 
the land side, while it is protected 
by a strong timber stockade from 
the river. An elegant stone en- 
trance gateway, and an orna- 
mental lych-house for the recep- 
tion of the bier, are conspicuous 
objects in the scene; and the 
ground has been very prettily laid 
out and planted. Someof the old 
headstones have been restored, 
and one, recording the death of 
Colonel Campbell, of the 74th 
Highlanders, who was wounded 
at the battle of Pampeluna, on 
July 8, 1813, and died at Bilbao 
in the following October, has been 
replaced by the relatives of the 
deceased officer with a handsome 
grey marble monument; and 
many tasteful memorials of others 
recently consigned to the tomb 
are scattered here and there. The 
view we have engraved will give 
a fair idea of the position of the 
cemetery. It is not, perhaps, 
such as would have been selected 
at the present day; but it has the 
appropriate character of repose 
and isolation. The surrounding 
more elevated grounds are culti- 
vated; and on one of the highest 
points is the new poorhouse of the 
province, lately erected on the 
site of the old Convent of San 
Mames, while in the distance may 
be seen the fine line of the range 
of hills around Bilbao. 
The cemetery, being the pro- 
perty of the British Consulate, is, 
of course, under the control of her 
Majesty’s Government, and cer- 
tain fees are established for its 
maintenance; but, as there are 
now few English in the district, 
the fees seem to be insufficient for 
its support, and ypluntary con- 
tributions are gladly accepted by 
the trustees. At the time of the 
land being given by the Spanish 
Government a violent storm was 
raised among the Ultramontane 
party at Madrid, who seemed to 
consider this concession an un- 
pecdonablo affront to Catholic 

pain. But it is believed that the 
act has been approved by the in- 
telligent classes of the citizens at 
Bilbao.

THE MEDIZVAL MUSEUM. 


The East Acton sales are over for the season, and very wretched 
they have been. Messrs. Tattersalls’ new rule as to no delivery 
without payment has efféctually curbed the Wf poy wel and free 
buyers don’t choose to be run up by a friend of the sale, as they 
once were. Hence lot after lot is sent back; but when the flash of 
old prices goes off, and breeders learn that buying in general entails 
selling at a still lower figure, we shall find them thankful to get 
250 or 300, instead of looking positively insulted at the offer. The 
Cachuca colt (460 gs.) was the ~— e of the Hurstbourne Park 
lot; and Wells, the jockey, bid against Mr. Craufurd most 
spiritedly up to 450gs. The Duke of Newcastle, whose string of 
yearlings is fast mounting up, bought an own brother to Salpincte: 
(320 gs.). Tim Whiffler’s and Umpire’s stock formed the staple of 
the yearling sales at Worcester, and were generally brown and 
chestnut, like their respective sires. Umpire himself made a very 
poor appearance in the Birmingham ring, but one of his colts here, 
from Lizzie (305 gs.), was a great beauty. Mr. Watkyns bought in 
his best, a Chevalier d’Industrie colt (300 gs.), and intends, we 
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believe, to keep him as a sire. Harbinger (210gs.) and 
Rose Whiffler (200gs.), both of them by Tim Whiffler, 
were the top prices of those lots which he sold. Mr. 
Blenkiron’s second detachment comes to the hammer to-day; 
and on Monday Mr. Naylor sends up eleven Stockwells, six 
Macaronis, three Carnivals, and seven others to The Corner. Only 
four of the Stockwells are colts. Thirteen of Mr. Knight, M.P.’s 
Exmoor ponies will be sold there on the same day. 

The Derby, St. Leger, and Oaks for 1870 close on Tuesday next. 
A slight alteration has been made in the terms of the St. Leger, as 
the owner of the second horse will in future receive £200; and the 
owner of the third, £100. When the authorities were making a 
change, they need not have done it with such a timid hand. In 
these days it is difficult to get a fair-sized St. Leger field together 
without some sovereign inducement. The Oaks is generally a 
smaller stakes, and yet in it the sums for second and third are 
300 sovs. and 150 sovs., as in the Derby.

MUSIC. 

At the Royal Italian Opera the past week has 
been advertised as *‘ the last week but two of the 
season.”’ On Saturday fortnight, therefore, 
Covent Garden will close. In the mean time, 
Mr. Gye’s company is beginning to be broken up. 
One of the brightest stars of his constellation, 
Mdlle. Lucca, has disappeared from the horizon. 
On Wednesday week she took her benefit, and 
made her last appearance this season. This 
benefit was a most brilliant affair. The per- 
formances consisted of selections from her finest 
characters—Zerlina, in ‘‘Fra Diavolo;”’ Mar- 
garet, in ‘“‘Faust;’’ and Selika, in the “‘ Afri- 
caine.”’ The house was overflowing; and the 
fair prima donna was more captivating than 
ever.—tThe date of the closing of Her Majesty’s 
Opera (Drury Lane Theatre) is not yet announced ; 
but Mr. Mapleson is to have his benefit—not at 
that house, but at the Crystal Palace—on Wednes- 
day next, the 15th inst. We may, therefore, 
conclude that the present month will bring the 
Italian opera season to an end. 

The festival at the Crystal Palace, on Saturday 

last, in honour of the Duke of Edinburgh was 
brilliant and magnificent in the extreme. It 
was chiefly of a musical character, though it pre- 
sented many other attractions of various kinds. 
The entertainments included two concerts, in the 
afternoon and evening, which consisted of the 
grandest and most beautiful music in the world, 
performed by a constellation of talent of unparal- 
leled brilliancy. 

The concert of the Philharmonic Society on 
Monday evening was honoured with the presence 
of the Prince of Wales, the Buke of Edinburgh, 

Prince and Princess Louis of Hesse, Princess 
Louisa, Princess Leiningen, and other visitors of 
distinstion. It was an excellent concert, present- 
ing two objects of great and special interest 

a new overture by Benedict, expressly composed 
for these concerts, and received with immense 
applause ; and a violin concerto by Max Bruch, 
and admirably played by Herr Straus. Haydn's 
old symphony, known by the name of “‘ La danse 
des Ours,’’ and Beethoven's eighth symphony dis- 
played the powers of the orchestra; and the 
favourite vocalist Mdlle. Nilsson was received with 
the applause so justly her due. The rooms were 
full to overflowing. 

Mdme. R. Sidney Pratten, a lady well known 

to the musical public as an accomplished guitarist, 
gave a concert last week, by permission of the 
Duke and Duchess of Newcastle, at their residence 
in Carlton-terrace. It was an elegant entertain- 
ment, attended by a great concourse of fashionable 
company. Mdme. Pratten performed her own 
arrangement of ‘‘ Malbrouk,’’ an andante and 
march composed by her late husband, together 
with arrangements of ‘‘ Home, sweet home,’’ in 
all which she was applauded to the echo. Among 
the performers who assisted her were Mdlle. Titiens, 
Mdlle. Hersée, Mdme. Sainton-Dolby, Mr. Santley, Signor Nandin, 
Signor Gardoni, Signor Tito Mattei, and the Orpheus Glee Union. 
Signor Vera, Signor Arditi, Herr Ganz, and Mr. Benedict acted as 
conductors. 

Signor Piatti, the great violoncellist, gave a concert last week at 
St. James’s Hall, which we cannot describe better than by saying 
that ft seemed to have been formed upon the model of the 
Popular Concerta, of which this unrivalled artist has always been 
one of the principal supporters. It began with Haydn’s quartet in 
D, op. 20, played by Messrs. Straus, Ries, Zerbini, and Piatti. 
Then came Bernhard Romberg’s fine violoncello concerto, recently 
introduced by Piatti at a late concert of the Philharmonic Society, 
and now played by him (with Mr. Benedict's pianoforte) with a per- 
fection of tone, execution, and expression of which Piatti alone, of 
all of the violoncellists of the day, is capable. Beethoven's grand 
trio in B flat, for the pianoforte, violin, and violoncello was then 
performed, the piano part being sustained by Rubinstein, who dis- 
played powers of execution nothing less than prodigious. These 
pieces were listened to by a very musical audience with the warmest 
demonstrations of delight, as well as several morceaux de salon, 
composed by Signor Piatti himself. Several vocal pieces were sung 
by the favourite Swedish vocalist, Mdlle. Enequist. 

Herr Ganz gave his annual concert, yesterday week, at St. 
George’s Hall. Mr. Ganz is too well known and too highly 
esteemed in his various capacities of composer, pianist, accom- 
panist, and concert-conductor to stand in need of any eulogy from 
us. His concert on this occasion was of ‘“‘monster’’ dimensions. A 
host of distinguished talent, both vocal and instrumental, con- 
tributell to the excellence and variety of his programme, and the 
interest excited by it was shown by the crowded audience whom it 
attracted. Without going into particulars (which, indeed, would 
be impossible), we may say that Mdme. Sainton-Dolby, Mdme. 
Patey-Whytock, Mdlle. Liebhart, Miss Banks, and other first-rate 
artists, were among the performers; that Herr Ganz displayed his 
powers as a composer and as a pianist to the greatest advantage ; 
and that his reception was such as was due to his talents and 
reputation. 

In consequence of the sudden withdrawal of the annual grant by 
the Government to the Royal Academy of Music, it has been re- 
solved by the committee appointed at the recent meeting of 
directors, subscribers, and professors of the institution to make an 
appeal to the public with a view to raise an adequate fund for its 
future provision by opening a subscription for that purpose ; and 
they therefore have announced that a subscription-list has been 
opened accordingly. The committee have issued a circular on 
this sulject, from which we extract the following ge :-

On account of the intended visit of the Emperor and Empress of 
Russia, the musical festival of the Lower Rhine will not be held till 
September next, in order that their Majesties may be present at the 
performances. 

Hérold’s celebrated opera, the “‘ Pré aux Clercs,’”’ has been re- 
vived at the Opéra Comique, Paris, for the reappearance of M. 
Couderc in the principal c r. 

The total receipts of the French Society of Authors, Composers, 
and Publishers of Music for 1867-1868 amounted to £15,376, or an 
increase of £3560 on the preceding year. 

Mr. Howard Glover, who is now resident in New York, is about 
to give a series of morning concerts at Niblo’s Garden during the 
summer. 


THE THEATRES. 
The discouragement suffered from the heat of the weather in 
respect to the drama precludes, to a Ginsiderable extent, the pro- 
duction of novelty; and it is possible that the state of things at 
most houses will remain nearly the same for some time to 
come. The prevailing aspect of affairs is mostly in favour of the 
dramatic author, the theatres, in general, depending on new 
pieces. “The Hero of Romance” still maintains its place 
at the Haymarket, but the present is the last week of 
the performance; and to-night is that of Mr. Sothern’s 
benefit, though he will perform three nights longer. Mr. 
Buckstone’s benefit is announced for next Thursday, when 
will be revived Cibber’s excellent comedy of “She Would 
and She Would Not”—Mr. Buckstone putting in an appear- 








ance as Trappanti; and we may reasonably expect that his manner 
of interpreting this remarkably effective character will prove a 
sensation. His son, Mr. Frederick Buckstone, will make his first 
speene on the occasion, in the farce of “‘ Pay to the Bearer a 


iss. 

Mr. Allerton, notwithstanding the opposition of critics, continues 
to maintain his position at the Princess’s, in the character of 
Hamlet. On Friday he changed that character for Romeo, and 
Juliet was sustained by Miss Emily Cross, it being the night of his 
benefit. On Tuesday, at the same theatre, Miss Kate Saville 
appeared as Ruth in a version so entitled of Mosenthal’s celebrated 
drama of ‘“‘Deborah.’”’ There are several versions of this drama, 
of which the best is that which adopts the original title: the present 
must be declared the weakest. Miss Saville exhibited too little of 
the Jewish character in the earlier scenes, and made in them no 
preparation for that display of intensity which was to be 
shown in the famous malediction. The adapter has substituted a 
curse of his own for that of Mosenthal, and given us a vulgar piece 
of rant for a fine Hebraic composition. Other alterations he 
has also made which are equally injudicious. Consequently, the 
action and dialogue were equally without interest, and the audience 
evinced a languid state of attention. 

‘The Field of the Cloth of Gold”’ proves still attractive, and the 
little Strand Theatre, notwithstanding the heat, is nightly crowded. 
It is preceded and followed by the petite comedy of ‘ Sisterly 
Service’’ and the farce of ‘‘ Marriage at any Price.’’ 

The Holborn still holds to *‘ Foul Play,’’ and the Queen’s revels 
in the burlesque of it, preceded by the new drama of “‘ Time and 
the Hour,’’ and the farce of ‘‘ Mary Jones.”’ 

A_ new farce was produced at the Adelphi on 
Monday. It iscalled ‘*Tom Thrasher,” and leads 
off the evening merrily enough. It is written, we 
believe, by Mr. Augustus Harris, but beyond the 
dialogue it can hardly be called new. The 
dialogue fills in the outline of an old ballet known 
as ‘*Jack’s Return.’”” Tom Thrasher, alias Tom 
Jones, having been absent two years, arrives just 
after the marriage ceremony has been performed 
between his sweetheart, Cicely Thorn (Miss Maria 
Harris) and Timothy Nutts, a village barber 
(Mr. J. G. Taylor). To avert his wrath, the 
bride exchanges her bridal wreath with her bride- 
maid, Rose Elton (Miss Nelly Harris); but, such 
are the mistakes made in the endeavours at de- 
ception, that, after threatening to thrash the 
barber, and other lively incidents of a similar 
nature, the fatal truth is forced upon Tom, who 
receives it more complacently than has been 
expected. A brief acquaintance with Rose Elton 
had convinced him that she was the more suitable 
partner for him, and he gladly makes the ex- 
change. Mr. Belmore personates the sailor, 
and, by an exuberant manner, brings out, in 
all the strength, the various feelings by which 
he is agitated. The farce was entirely suc- 
cessful. ; 

The Adelphi drama prospers well at the great 
East-End theatre, the Standard, where, nightly 
“The Royal Marriage,” an amusing farce, 
and ‘**No Thoroughfare’’ continue to be re- 
ceived with the utmost favour by very respectable 
audiences. 

Many theatres are closed; the Lyceum, the St, 
James's, and Sadler’s Wells, are advertised to be 
let, and, under new managements, may start on 
their different careers with added interest. Their 
progress hitherto has been rather unsatisfactory, 
and, with the competition arising from the new 
theatres, will continue in that condition unless a 
spirit of enterprise be encouraged to animate their 
future conductor. The close of the season is an- 
nounced both for the Prince of Wales’s Theatre 
and the Royalty. 

We regret to say that, in consequence of a 
most severe and dangerous accident to her hand, 
the favourite and highly-respected artiste, Mrs. 
Leigh-Murray, has been obliged to relinquish for 
the present her professional duties at the Prince 
of Wales's Theatre, It was at first supposed that 
amputation of the arm would be necessary, 
but, fortunately, Mrs. Leigh Murray has been 
saved from this necessity, though it will be 
some time before she can hope to reappear on the 
stage. 

The Royal Amphitheatre, Holborn, is con- 
tinually adding to the attractions of the arena, 
and a troupe of performing dogs has been recently 
introduced. These canine artistes, for so they 
almost merit to be described, do the most extra- 
ordinary things, and manifest an amount of 
intelligence scarcely credible. A new spectacular 
piece of diversion, called ‘* The Chinese Fair,’’ 
brings both the stage and the ring into requisition, 
and requires the co-operation of nearly 200 
artistes. Mdlle. Azella still continues to perform 
her daring feats on the trapeze, and every atten- 
tion is paid to the variety of amusements in the 

arena, as well as to the grace and talent by which they are 
recommended. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The following is the weekly return by the Registrar-General of 
births and deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the 
United Kingdom :— 

In London the births of 2093 children (1050 boys and 1043 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 

ears, 1858-67, the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
tion, is 1968. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 
1516. It was the twenty-seventh week of the ‘year, and the 
average number of deaths for that week is, with a correc- 
tion for increase of population, 1315. The deaths in the 
present return exceed by 201 the estimated amount, and 
are more by 62 than the number recorded in the aoe week. 
The annual rate of mortality was 22 per 1000 in West London, 26 
in North London, 25 in Central London, 28 in East London, and 
25 in South London. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 577, 
the corrected average number being 395. Nine deaths from small- 
pox, 55 from measles, 36 from scarlatina, 11 from diphtheria, 49 
from whooping-cough, 46 from fever, 286 from di and 19 
from cholera or choleraic diarrhoea were registered. mortalit 
from diarrhoea exhibits a considerable increase. In the week which 
ended June 6 the deaths from diarrhwa were 27; in the three fol- 
lowing weeks 31, 66, and 171 persons died, and last week the deaths 
recorded were 286. 

In the week 4620 births and 3130 deaths were registered in London 
and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom. The 
annual rate of mortality was 25 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortalit [ast week was 25 per 1000 in London, 
26 in Edinburgh, and 17 in Dublin; 20 in Bristol, 22 in Birming- 
ham, 26 in Liverpool, 33 in Manchester, 25 in Salford, 35 in Sheffield, 
24 in Bradford, 2 in Leeds, 25 in Hull, 26 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
and 26 in Glasgow. The mortality from diarrhea, principally 
infantile, showed a considerable increase in most of the large towns 
last week. Of the death-rates from all causes 6 per 1000 resulted 
from this cause in Manchester, 5 per 1000 in London and Salford, 
and 2 per 1000 in Liverpool. The excessive rate in Sheffield was 
due to 15 more deaths from alpen. in addition to a considerable 
mortality from measles and diarrhea,

We want Dr. Young, with another “‘ Centaur not Fabulous,”’ or an- 
other Brown, with what Cowper calls an “‘ Inestimable Estimate,’’ 
to set out our misdoings and prove to us that we are the worst 
people in the whole world. Week after week ariseth some new 
proof which either would make useful; week after week some class 
is shown to be composed of knaves. This week The Baker is de- 
nounced, and righteously. Privately, the working baker has 
always been a bad type of artisan; but it was scarcely fair to be 
very hard upon him, considering the long and exhausting nature of 
his work and the abominable places and vile atmosphere in which 
he has to do it. The working baker is, however, esteemed as 
usually less respectable than he ought to be. But it is not he who 
is now in the dock, it is his master, who is shown to carry “the 
license of trade’’ (to adopt a delicate synonyme with something 
else) further than would easily be believed. He cheats the pauper 
in the workhouse! Inspectors have been weighing the 
bread in a number of unions, and give a long list of 
cases in which this double fraud has been perpetrated, the 
ratepayer being robbed on one hand, and the inmate on 
the other. What shall we do with the baker? Pharaoh, in 
Joseph's time, seems to have had an insight into that person’s cha- 
racter and to have dealt with him in a befitting manner; but we 
who hold ourselves wiser than King Solomon are not likely to take 
a lesson from a King of Egypt. We have abolished the rod, and 
are not to be told to erect the gibbet. Even the very sensible and 
practical Oriental method of dealing with a cheat by annexing his 
ear for an afternoon to his doorpost would be thought harsh. 
But is nothing to be done to the baker beyond giving him a 
paragraph of remonstrance ? We must talk to the new Parliament 
about him. I have great hopes from (ie police measures of that 
assembly. 








Perhaps, moreover, it will have too keen a sense of its own dig- 
nity to allow the machinery of election to be sported with. I have 
just received an envelope, on which is printed ‘‘ New Electoral 
District. Court of Registration. Swmmons to attend.’’ Naturally 
eager to preserve the proud privilege of the franchise, I respectfully 
open the letter, with admiration at the promptness with which Mr. 
Disraeli’s scheme for collecting national opinion is being carried out. 
**T will see to my vote,’”’ I say, with some importance of manner, 
“for I may desire to give it for patriots accredited by the Reform 
League to the constituency of which Iam a unit. I may record it 
for Mr. Beales or Mr. Odgers.’’ Thus saying, I unfold the summons 
to attend, and I read that certain auctioneers are about to have 
a great sale of quilts, dress fabrics, shawls, and antimacassars, 
under an order by the High Court of Chancery. Fur- 
ther, I learn that the owners of the property “are re- 
solved to meet the occasion with due energy and spirit. The 
pecuniary loss will be immense! The Reduction in Prices beyond 
all comprehension!! but in remembrance of past favours, and in 
security of a future extension, they willingly submit to the infliction, 
and solemnly promise their numerous patrous such a flow of genuine 
cheap goods on this memorable occasion as London, great London, 
has never yet witnessed.’"’ I own to a shudder at the irreverence 
which has sported with the machinery of representation. I may 
remark that the device has much clumsiness about it, as the super- 
scription of the puff addresses itself to Paterfamilias, who is not 
likely to transfer the invitation to feminine hands. But this isa 
small matter. The question I ask is, whether the new Parliament 
will permit such profane jesting? Let the puffers beware. 


Deducting some dreadful doggerel that was sung to him, the Duke 
of Edinburgh's reception at the Crystal Palace was all that could be 
desired, and the day was made more gracious by the appearance of 
the Princess of Wales, who in a few hours was herself to become 
the subject of renewed interest. The acclamation of that crowd 
was good to hear, for it was so earnest and honest. But I leave 
the pleasures of the scene to be described by others: I am here 
with a grievance. The way in which the public that wanted 
to return to Kensington were treated was simply shameful, and 
ought to be rebuked in the only mode in which one can touch a 
railway corporation—namely, by telling the public about it. For 
nearly two hours of the night and morning were ladies and children 
kept standing on the platform, without any apparent attempt 
being made to release them. The rot licen: § office was closed, 
and there was no one to open it and send a few words to London 
to allay the terrors of friends. It was rumoured in the suburbs 
that *‘ there had been an accident,’’ and when, towards two in the 
morning, persons who might have been home by eleven had not 
arrived, there was consternation and the streets were alive at the 
unwonted hour with persons who could no longer remain in their 
houses, but came out to question the police. The truth might have 
been passed, easily, to the stations, and to the beats; but it was 
gobely's business. Lucky were the few who, when the train got 
into Kensington, secured the handful of vehicles; but hundreds, 
weary and worn, had yet to finish the trying day with long walks. 
Yet there had been no accident—it was simply that the railway 
officials had neglected their duty. 


It is satisfactory to find that the great telegraph question 
is in a fair way of being settled to the advantage of the 
ee and that the acquisition of the lines of wire by the 

jovernment is likely to take place at an early date. Mr. Hope 
Scott informed the House of Commons Committee, on Monday, 
that agreements had been come to with five of the great rail- 
way companies, and that further arrangements were in pro- 
gress.

If any 
rson had a doubt as to the gain which would accrue to the public 
y the pro 1 change, such doubt must have been removed by the 
evidence of Mr. Scudamore, who showed the Committee with how 
much ease and precision the postal authorities can work the lines 
and deliver the messages. It is also well to know that there will be 
no hardship on those who are least able to help themselves. The 
employés of the electric companies will be retained for the service of 
the State, and a large proportion of these are young ladies, whose 
numbers everyone will wish to see increased, for their civility and 
intelligence make it quite a pleasant thing to telegraph where they 
are employed, and the light, cleanly werk is just suited to them. 
But what is to be done as to printing the message ? 


There is something in the pa: which is worth noting, though 
it is excessively disagreeable. Street robberies with violence are 
more frequent than ever, and their number is likely to increase until 
perambulation es a peril not to be lightly undertaken.

One is weary of writing that this evil should be grappled 
with, and of restating the opinion of social reformers that any man 
without visible means of obtaining an honest living should be treated 
asacriminal. ‘ The court was crowded with well-known thieves, 
friends of the prisoner,” is a sentence that must be kept in stereotype 
at the newspaper offices, and reasonable people ask why a racsia 
is not made into the haunts of these well-known thieves and justice 
done. No doubt we want a Law for Suspected Persons; but cant 
prevents our getting i#, and idiotic nonsense about rn- 
practices, and everybody being supposed innocent till pr - 4 ie. 
stops the way. Then, if a is sentenced he is sent to prison 
and tenderly cared for at the ex of those whom he has outraged. 
If he were at once flogged, and then dismissed to his “ friends” with 
the marks of the lashes red upon him, the punishment (the only one 
he dreads) would be good for him and the example for interest- 
ing associates, Why, with our great taxation, are we to spend 
pounds on keeping him in an hotel, when, for a few shillings, we 
could punish him in a much more effectual way? It will come, but 
& great many honest folk will be half murdered in the mean time,

The annual dinner of the 33rd (Duke of Wellington’s) Regiment, 
which had’ been postponed until after the return of the regiment 
from the Abyssinian campaign, took place at the London Tavern on 
Thursday week. 

The annual camp athletic sports and foot-races at Aldershott 
were held, on Tuesday afternoon, in the Royal Pavilion Cricket- 
ground, under the patronage of Lieutenant-General the Hon. Sir 
James Yorke Scarlett. Lady Scarlett presented the prizes to the 
successful competitors. Several regimental bands played choice 
selections of music. 

Prince Arthur was present at a review of the whole of the 
troops of Chatham garrison, which took place on the lines 
yesterday week, in the presence of a large number of officers. The 
troops were under the command of Major-General F. Murray. 
After marching past his Royal Highness by grand divisions, the 
troops performed a brilliant series of operations, the whole ter- 
minating with an advance in line and general salute. 


The Galatea was officially inspected at Spithead, on Wednesday 
week, by Admiral Sir Thomas Pasley. The frigate is in the best 
order, and the drill of her crew was found to be highly satisfactory. 
The Galatea anchors off Osborne during the Queen’s stay at her 
marine palace, and on the departure of her Majesty and the Royal 
family to Germany, about Aug. 4, the frigate will proceed to 
Devonport to refit. 


The Duke of Cambridge, accompanied by a numerous staff, 
arrived at Canterbury on Tuesday, in-order to make his annual 
inspection at the garrison. In the morning his Royal Highness was 
conducted over the officers’ and men's quarters, the library and 
offices, the gymnasium, and other internal departmenta, with the 
arrangements of which he expressed himself highly satisfied. After 
luncheon the riding establishment was visited, and the men forming 
it put through their drill. Subsequently there was a full-dress 
parade of all the troops in the garrison (about 700), and every man 
was minutely inspected by the Commander-in-Chief, who expressed 
himself pleased with their appearance. 


THE VOLUNTEERS. 

The military inspection of the lst Middlesex Engineers took 
place last Saturday evening in Hyde Park. About 400 of all ranks 
mustered, under the command of Colonel M‘Leod of M‘Leod, the 
commanding officer. The inspecting officer was Colonel Ewart, 
R.E. The special engineering inspection by the same officer took 
place on Monday evening at the exhibition grounds, South Ken- 
sington, where the troops have been hard at work for some months 
past erecting forts,field-works, batteries, magazines, and field-ovens. 


The 37th Middlesex (Bloomsbury) was officially inspected on 
Saturday evening in Regent’s Park by Colonel Daubeny, the 
Assistant Inspector of the Reserve Forces. The regiment was 
under its commanding officer, Lieutenant-Colonel Stedall, assisted by 
Major Richards and Captain and Adjutant Coke; an excellent 
square for the inspection being kept by the 20th Middlesex. The 
inspecting officer said it gave him great pleasure to see so good a 
muster (the number being 507), and also to find that the mancuvres 
were very fairly executed.

The competition for admission into the English eight for the 
international match for the Elcho challenge shield has taken place 
at Epsom. Twenty-one among the best shots in Eagland had been 
selected to compete, and the highest scores made were as follow :— 
Metford, 336; Paget, 313; Norsworthy, 311; Martin Smith, 310; 
Heaton, 309; Radcliffe, 309; Fenton, 307; Pixley, 303. 


A review and sham fight, in which over 10,000 men were 
engaged, took place in the Queen’s Park, Edinburgh, on Saturday 
last. The forces, which were under the command of Major 
General Rumley, commander of the forces in North Britain, con- 
sisted of the 8th Hussars, the Fife Mounted Rifles, the Royal 
Artillery from Leith Fort, the 18th (Royal Irish) Regiment, and 
the artillery, engineers, and rifle volunteers from the city and 
county of Edinburgh, and the counties of Berwick, Haddington, 
Peebles, Selkirk, Roxburghe, Linlithgow, Fife, Clackmannan, 
Stirling, and Lanark. More than 80,000 persons were present. 


ELECTION PROSPECTS. 


Naturally, as the Session comes nearer to death, election move- 
ments become more rife and more various in their character. A 
list of retirements may still be made, and it appears that more of 
the old familiar faces of many a Session will be wanting next year. 
Though nothing has been formally announced in the matter, it 
is believed that Mr. W. H. Barrow, who has represented South 
Notts since 1851, having been returned on very independent prin- 
ciples, inasmuch as he was nota country gentleman, and not an 
agricuiturist proper, will retire. It is probable that Mr. W. H. 
Leatham hardly finds a seat in Parliament worth the trouble his 
attainment of one has cost him, for after only a three years’ 
tenure of the representation of Wakefield he gives it up. 
Having been elected in 1852, Mr. King-King, one of the 
members for Herefordshire may be considered an old member, and 
he does not seek re-election. An old member in the strict sense of 
the term is Sir Hugh Owen, for though he has sat for Pembroke- 
shire since 1861, he was in the House as early as 1826, and now he 
leaves the latest place which he has represented. It is believed 
that Mr. Scourfield, member for Haverfordwest, will succeed 
him in the county membership. A semi-retirement is to be found 
in the case of Mr. W. Cowper, who leaves Hertford, for which 
borough he has sat since 1835, and he will essay the representation 
of that division of Hampshire in which the ‘property of the late 
Lord Palmerston, and of which he is the reversioner, is situated. 
The borough of Macclesfield has chosen Mr. Brocklehurst as one of 
its representatives uninterruptedly since 1832, and now, in every 
sense a veteran, the honourable gentleman seeks the repose of 
private life. Ill-health compels Mr. Alexander Mitchell to retire 
trom the seat for Berwick-on-Tweed, which he has filled since the 
last general election. 

The general items of election intelligence which have been current 
in the last week are not without interest. The popularity of Mr. 
Gladstone amongst the Liberals of the country has been again illus- 
trated by an offer from a large and important constituency to return 
him to Parliament. This time the movement is made in the borough 
of Greenwich, where preparations are in progress to return the right 
hon. gentleman, so to speak, whether he likes it or not—that is, it 
is desired to elect him without his formal co-operation in any way, 
and, of course, free of expense, something being said of the 
honour which being returned for more places than one at 
the coming election will confer upon him. A good deal 
has been done in the present Parliament to rescue “ metro- 
politan memberdom’’ from the something like ridicule which 
had hitherto been cast upon it; and if such a thing happen 
as that Mr. Gladstone should represent Greenwich, that section 
of the House will almost have become illustrious. Any .way, 
fair notice has been given to South Lancashire that if she 
should prove capricious and reject a proximate Premier, other im- 
portant constituencies will receive him with open arms. Amongst 
eccentricities of candidature may be mentioned an essay of Mr. 
Bradlaugh, of Reform League notoriety, upon the borough of North- 
ampton; but it seems likely to come to nothing. Two out of three 
young statesmen whose claim te that title are in the first instance 
at least hereditary, and who have been compelled to relinquish the 
seats which they have occupied in the present Parliament, are likely to 
reappear next Session; for Mr. Trevelyan, who leaves Tynemouth, 
is canvassing the new Border burghs in Scotland, of which Hawick 
is the centre; and Mr. W. H. Gladstone, who does not go back to 
Chester, is an acknowledged and active candidate for Whitby. As 
to Viscount Amberley, who has given in his resignation of all pre- 
tensions to Nottingham, an attempt to nominate him as a candidate 
for Leeds—a borough which he has once before canvassed—was very 
summarily put down. An instance, possibly, of that gratitude 
which has been described as a sense of favours to come, has been 
exhibited in the fact that a ladies’ committee has been formed for 
the purpose of obtaining subscriptions to meet the expenses of 
Mr. Stuart Mill’s candidature for Westminster. 

For some reason or other the announcement that Mr. Rearden 
will seek re-election seems to have caused a multiplication of candi- 
dates for Athlone; and the honourable and eccentric member 
will be, as it were, the centre of an electoral mélée. It appears that 
if Mr. Brand purposes to continue the active life—comparative for 
him—of an ordinary M.P., he will probably be returned as one of 
the members for the county of Herts. Considerable interest seems 
to be excited in the county of Berks by the coming election. The 
appearance in combination of Mr. Walter and the Hon. Auberon 
i. srbert as Liberal candidates has had such an effect on the Conserva- 
tive party that they have come to the conclusign not to contest the 
third seat, and have therefore requested Sir Charles Russell not to 
offer himself again, thus rendering the return of Colonel Loyd 
Lindsay and Mr. Benyon to a great extent secure. Once and again 
attempts have been made to set up Lord Stanley as a candidate for 
large constituencies, with or without his consent; and now it ap- 
pears that the Conservatives of Edinburgh are stirring with the 
view of bringing him forward for the fair city. The noble Lord, 
however, has always evinced a resolve to hold to the quiet, undis- 
turbed tenure of King’s Lynn, which he has hitherto preserved, 
and it is not probable that he will swerve from that resolve now. 


The Marquis of Salisbury has been elected chairman of the 
Hertfordshire Quarter Sessions, in the room of his father, the late 
Marquis. Earl Cowper was also nominated, but refused to stand 
against the Marquis of Salisbury. 


It is now fixed that the inauguration of the Palmerston memoria 
at Romsey shall take place on the 2ist inst. Earl Russell will unveil 
the statue, and the Bishop of London will preach the sermon in the 
Abbey Church, 

Last week the Government emigration officials at Liverpool com- 
pleted their monthly and quarterly returns of the emigration from 
the Mersey. In June there sailed 17,987 passengers, of whom 6443 
were English, 532 Scotch, 3023 Irish, and 7987 foreigners. During 
the quarter there sailed 57,208 passengers. 

At the meeting of the Dublin Corporation held on Monday Mr. 
James Vokes Mackey, a Conservative, was nominated as Lord 
Mayor for 1869, the civic chair having new for two years been occu- 
pied by Liberals. The nomination was sanctioned by a majority of 
35 toll. Mr. Mackey pledged himself to the discharge of the 
duties of Lord Mayor without bias of any kind. 


A meeting of gentlemen connected with the administration of 
the poor law in the district in which Sir John Walsham, Bart., has 
been inspector for nearly a quarter of a century, took place, on 
Tuesday, at the Bull Hotel, Cambridge. The Earl of Stradbroke 
presided at the dinner; and, after the usual loyal toasts, he, with 
complimentary phrases, presented to Sir J. Walsham the testi- 
monial, which consisted of a centrepiece, two épergnes, and two 
stands from the guardians; a massive silver inkstand from the 





clerks, and an épergne from the officers of workhouses, 
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THE CRYSTAL PALACE FESTIVAL 
TO WELCOME PRINCE ALFRED. 


The safe return of his Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh 
from his voyage to the Australian colonies, with his escape from the 
attempt to assassinate him in New South Wales, being a fit subject 
of popular rejoicing, the Crystal Palace Company arranged a grand 
festival last Saturday, at which not only he was present, but his 
Royal brother the Prince of Wales; and her Royal Highness the 
Princess of Wales came at a later hour of the evening. The enter- 
tainments consisted of . grand opera concert, the exhibition 
of the great fountains, and a magnificent display of fire- 
works at ten o’clock. The Royal visitors, with their company, 
were accommodated in three boxes, elegantly fitted up, in 
that part of the central transept which is opposite the Handel 
orchestia, and which was lately occupied by a theatre. The two 
Princes arrived at four o'clock, their party including the Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, 
the Duke of Sutherland, the Duke and Duchess of Manchester, the 
Marchioness of Ailesbury, the Countess of Westmoreland, and 
other ladies and gentlemen. The floor of the central transept, with 
the space near it on each side, was crowded with people, who 
greeted the Duke of Edinburgh and the Prince of Wales with a 
loud demonstration of welcome. The performance at the concert 
was @ selection of opera music, in which Mario, Adelina Patti, 
Graziani, Mr. Cummings, and other favourite vocalists, took 
part, followed by the Handel chorus, “‘ See, the Conquering Hero 
comes;"’ the national song, “‘Rule, Britapnia;’’ the National 
Authem, “‘ God Save the Queen ;"’ and the new song, composed by 
Mr. Stephen Glover, ‘God Bless our Sailor Prince.”’ After the 
concert, the two Princes and the Royal party wept out into the 
canopied balcony above the terrace, overlooking the Crystal Palace 
gardens, to see the playing of the fountains. An immense mul- 
titude of spectators were assembled on the terrace and steps. They 
f course welcomed the Duke of Edinburgh with the heartiest 
cheers, but did not omit to do honour, in like manner, to the Prince 
of Wales. The fountains were seen to advantage, there being no 
wind and not too dazzling sunshine. Their Royal Highnesses 
then retired to the dining-room specially prepared for them, 
in that part of the Crystal Palace which overlooks the terrace. 
While they dined the rest of the company had leisure to examine 
the models exhibited by the Aeronautical Society, with the flying 
steam-carriage of Mr. Stringfellow, and King Theodore’s pony, 
brought from Abyssinia by the officers of the 33rd Regiment. Ata 
quarter before ten, when the twilight which succeeds to daylight 
had faded away, though not followed by darkness, the terraces were 
again thronged by spectators of the fireworks. They had now the 
unexpected pleasure of welcoming the Princess of Wales, who pre- 
sented herself, first in the Royal box within the palace; after- 
wards in the balcony outside. All being ready, a few 
rockets and shells were fired as a preliminary. The pyro- 
technic display began with the ceremony of saluting their 
Royal Highnesses with coloured signal lights, held by men of the 
19th Middlesex Volunteers, stationed at equal distances along the 
entire line between the great fountains and the upper terrace. Next 
came the exhibition of an illuminated model of H.M.S. Galatea, the 
frigate commanded by the Duke of Edinburgh in his late voyage. 
rhe length of the vessel was 80ft., and the height of her topmast 
upwards of 40ft. She carried full sail, and as she stood on the 
‘*stocks,’’ with her portholes open and the British ensign flying at 
the foretop, the red and blue fires issuing from various parts of 
the ship and the deep green of the waves on which she appeared to 
ride produced a splendid effect; while rockets were flying and 
bursting in all directions, so that the sound was somewhat like that 
of a battle or cannonade at sea. After this came a brilliant 
cascade of fire, falling from a great height over a span of 100ft., 
accompanied by a battery of Roman candles extending along 
the upper terrace. From the top of this cascade descended 
a stream of fire which seemed to threaten destruction to 
all around, but it was kept under skilful control. The music 
of the Coldstream Guards’ band, by which this and other parts of 
the performances were accompanied, greatly heightened the effect. 
For the rest, the fireworks were made up of signal maroons, brilliant 
illuminations of the fountains, batteries of guns, and aerial 
maroons, followed by batteries of Roman candles, the descent of a 
fiery comet from each of the high towers, and conspicuous above 
all—next to the design of the Galatea—were two set pieces, in the 
shape of circular garlands, the one inclosing an anchor, with the 
words * Welcome, Alfred!’ the other representing the Prince of 
Wales feathers, with the single word ‘‘ Welcome!’’ The Royal 
guests remained until the last spark from the expiring rockets had 
died away. The number of the general company was above thirty 
thousand. 


METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


Thé Countess of Fife has given the use of her mansion (No. 4, 
Cavendish-square) for a dramatic performance in aid of the House 
of Charity, Greek-street, Soho-square, to take place on Tuesday 
evening next. Most distinguished amateurs will take part in it. 


One of the contemplated arrangements in connection with the 
Thames embankment is (says the Law Times) the junction of the 
two Temple gardens. It is not yet certain whether there will be 
any erection to divide them, except for the purpose of marking the 
boundary of each garden. 


The sixty-second anniversary festival in aid of the Licensed 
Victuallers’ School was held, on Thursday week, in the Concert- 
room of the Crystal Palace. About 1500 visitors sat down to the 
tables, and the galleries overlooking the scene of the banquet were 
crowded with spectators, mostly ladies. Nearly £3000 was collected, 
the chairman (Mr. Charles Hanbury) giving £200. 


Tablets have been fixed in front of No. 16, Holles-street, and of 
No. 3a, King-street, St. James’s-square, recording that Lord Byron 
once lived in the first-named house, and the Emperor Napoleon III. 
in the second. Leave has been obtained to affix similar tablets in 
front of the former residences of Lord Nelson, Benjamin Franklin, 
James Barry, and other celebrated individuals. 


A handsome testimonial was presented, yesterday week, to Mr. 
Williem Best, secretary of the Gresham Club, subscribed by a large 
majority of the members, in recognition of his valuable services 
since the formation of the club, more than twenty-five years ago 
The presentation was made by Mr. R. W. Crawford, M.P., and the 
testimonial consisted of a silver salver and a purse of £600. 


Six land engines and a large floating engine were engaged, 
yesterday week, in pumping water from the river to the Thames 
embankment roadway, which runs in front of Somerset House. 
The object was to lay the loose dust and rubble some inches deep 
in water, so that they may be more readily solidified into some- 
thing like a concrete road. After a day's soaking, the steam-rollers 
which have been recently used in Park-lane were set to work. 


A ball was given at the Mansion House yesterday week by the 
Lady Mayoress — Louisa Allen). There were upwards of 600 
ladies and gentlemen present. Dancing began in the Egyptian 
Hall at ten o'clock, to the music of the Royal Artillery Band, under 
the direction of Mr. Smyth.——The Lord Mayor and the Lady 
Mayoress will entertain General Sir Robert Napier and Lady 
Napier at a dinner in the Egyptian Hall of the Mansion House, 
on Tuesday evening, the 21st inst., at which the Duke of Cambridge, 
Prince and Princess Edward of Saxe-Weimar, with a distin- 
gujshed company, will be mt. The freedom of the City will 
be conferred upon Sir R. Napier in the Guildhall on the same day. 


There was a meeting of the Social Science Association on 
Saturday at which a committee was appointed ‘‘ to spread inform- 
ation on the natural laws which regulate wages, and to aid in the 
removal of the barriers now often existing between employers and 
workmen.’’ Mr. Gladstone, who presided, pointed out that in 
approaching the working classes on these questions, they should 
be recognised in the character of men qualified and entitled to form 
a judgment, upon the measures proposed for their good. The more 
largely this recognition was made, the greater would be the pro- 
gress in bringing about an agreement on those points in which con- 
ciliation was required. Resolutions were adopted approving of 











combinations for legitimate purposes; of the principle of courts of 
conciliation as existing in Nottingham; and recommending the 
general adoption of partnerships of industry. 
The Fellows of the Royal College of Surgeons met, on Thursday 
week, to elect four members of council in the room of Sir 
William Lawrence, Bart., deceased; of Mr. Hodgson, F.R.S., late 
resident of the college, resigned; and of Professor Partridge, 
-R.S., of King’s College; and Sir William Fergusson, Bart., 
F.R.S., Serjeant-Surgeon to the Queen, who had retired in pre- 
scribed order. Both of them were, however, eligible, and offered 
themselves for re-election. There was a numerous attendance of the 
Fellows present, many of whom had attended from distant parts of 
the kingdom. The voting resulted in the re-election of Sir William 
Fergusson, Bart., and the election of Mr. John Simon, F.R.S., 
surgeon to St. Thomas’s Hospital; Professor Humphry, M.D., 
F.R.S., surgeon to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge; and Mr. 
Luther Holden, surgeon to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. 


The Printers’ Pension, Almshouse,and Orphan Asylum Corporation 
held its anniversary festival, on Tuesday evening, at the London 
Tavern, under the presidency of the Dean of Westminster. The Pension 
Society was established in 1827, and incorporated by Royal charter 
in 1865; out of that society grew the Almshouse Institution ‘in 
1841, and which was incorporated with the parent society in 1866 ; 
and as a natural consequence of these two charities an orphan 
asylum was established in 1863, and incorporated with the two 
others in the present year. It appeared by the report of Mr. 
Hodson, the secretary, that there were eighty-four persons receiving 
pensions varying in amount from £13 to £25 for men and £9 to £13 
for widows ; that there were twelve sets of apartments at the alms- 
houses at Wood-green, all occupied, and that a liberal allowance was 
made to the inmates towards their support; while at present there 
were four children educated, clothed, and provided for in the 
orphanage. The subscriptions amounted to upwards of £540, 
including a gift from a native printer of Bombay of £100. 

A return has been published showing all moneys owing at the 
time of the formation of the Metropolitan Board of Works, and the 
rates of interest thereon ; the amounts borrowed since, the purposes 
for which they were intended, and the security given for the same; 
the amounts paid off, with the dates of payment, and the amounts 
owing by the board on Jan. 1, 1868. The total amount owing at 
the formation of the board in 1856 was £425,300, and the amounts 
borrowed by the board since that time are—For the Victoria Park 
approaches, £42,000, of which £21,600 has been paid off; for the 
Covent-garden approach and Southwark and Westminster commu- 
nication, £400,000, of which £100,000 has been paid off; for the 
main drainage, £4,200,000, of which £950,000 has been paid off ; for 
the Finsbury Park, £50,000, of which £5000 has been paid; for 
repayment of Rock Loan, £135,000, of which £40,500 has been 
repaid; for the Southwark Park, Whitechapel improvement, Holborn 
improvement, and main sewer, £616,000, of which £18,533 has 
been repaid; for the Thames Embankment and Mansion House- 
street, £2,480,000, of which £358,000 has been repaid. The total 
amount borrowed up to January last was £8,073,000, of which 
£1,520,633 has been repaid. 








LAW AND POLICE. 


The House of Lords was engaged for several days last week in 
hearing an appeal in the form of a writ of error from the Queen's 
Bench of Ireland, by which that Court confirmed a conviction of 
Denis Mulcahy, who in January, 1866, was sentenced at Dublin 
to ten years’ penal servitude. Their Lordships, yesterday week, 
gave judgment in favour ef the Crown, thus confirming the 
conviction. 

The case of Peto, Betts, and Crampton, the well-known railway 
contractors, came again, on Monday, before Mr. Commissioner 
Winslow in the Bankruptcy Court. Mr. Linklater, on behalf of 
the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway Company, informed the 
Court that both the assignees and the bankrupts were now satisfied 
that £210,000 originally claimed from the railway company was 
not due, but that, on the contrary, £365,000 was due to the 
company from Peto, Betta, and Crampton, and £119,000 from the 
firm of Peto and Betts. The company did not admit the propriety 
of the principle on which the bankrupts’ accounts were prepared ; 
but they felt they would not be benefited by pursuing their larger 
claim (£6,600,000) at present, and would prove for the smaller 
sum. After some observations from the counsel for the assignees, 
Mr. Linklater observed that the books of the bankrupts were 
admirably kept, and not a scrap of paper was missing. There 
being no opposition, the Commissioner granted the orders of dis- 
charge for the bankrupts. 


The Master of the Rolls gave judgment on Wednesday morning 
in respect of the claim of the firm of Overend, Gurney, and Co., to 
= for £158,000 in the winding up of the National Credit Land 

JYompany of Ireland. His Lordship, in an elaborate judgment, 
decided that Overend and Gurney must be admitted to prove their 
claim. 


In the Court of Common Pleas, on Tuesday, the City Chamber- 
lain recovered penalties of £100 each against the secretary and one 
of the clerks in *‘ The Open Stock Exchange Company (Limited),”’ 
for acting as brokers without having been licensed by the City 
authorities. The conviction was based upon the purchase and sale 
of £1000 worth of Great Eastern stock. The opinion of the full 
Court upon the question of law as laid down by the Chief Justice 
will be taken. ’ 


In the Court of Queen’s Bench, on Tuesda}, Mr. J. Gwynne 
brought an action against the South-Eastern Railway Company for 
libel. The company had placarded the plaintiff at various stations 
on their line as having been convicted by the Lord Mayor for tra- 
velling without a ticket between London Bridge and Cannon-street, 
and sentenced by his Lordship either to pay a fine with costs, or to 
go to prison for three days with hard labour. The Lord Mayor did 
impose a fine, but said nothing about hard labour. At the trial 
both parties went fully into-the facts of the case, and ultimately 
the jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff—damages, £250. 


In consequence of proceedings in the Court of Queen’s Bench, 
yesterday week, which proved that Mr. James Freeling Wilkinson, 
under sentence for the fraudulent appropriation of £4860, was 
innocent of the offence charged against him, the Home Secretary 
has ordered the immediate release of Mr. Wilkinson. | 


At Marylebone Police Court, yesterday week, John Slater, 
butler in the service of Mr. Macpherson, 32, Lancaster-gate, 
Paddington, barrister, was charged with stealing from a drawer in 
the dining-room four sovereigns; he was also suspected of stealin 
four sovereigns and a £5 note. Prosecutor for some time passe 
has missed money from the drawer, and was at a loss whom to sus- 
pect. Yesterday week he marked several sovereigns and placed 
them in the drawers. In the afternoon he missed four of the 
marked coins, and sent for a detective officer. All the servants 
were called up, and on the prisoner’s box being searched four of 
the marked sovereigns were found. The officer who took him into 
custody said he believed he was mixed up in betting transactions. 
The prisoner pleaded guilty, and Mr. Mansfield sentenced him to 
six months’ hard labour. 


John M‘Eachen, a lad of fifteen, has been tried, at the Surrey 
Sessions, for an offence directly traceable to the demoralising in- 
fluence of the boy-thief literature. He was employed at Mesars. 
W. H. Smith and Sons’ book-stall at Surbiton, and he stole about 
£25 from his masters and ran away. To account for his disappear- 
ance he wrote an extraordinary letter to the manager of the stall, 
in which he made no secret of the robbery, but spoke of the folly of 
pursuit, ds he was on his road to France. He meant to return the 
money in three months’ time; but, meanwhile, he wished to have 
no made about it, as he was a useful member of society. This 
letter was signed ‘‘ Captain Claude,”’ and at the end of it the 
manager was told to “beware.’’ The boy was pursued and 
captured at Portemouth, where for a few days he had lived at the 
rate of £500 a year. Amidst the odd jumble of revolver, pocket- 
book, pawn-ticket, and cigar-holder, which were found at his lodg- 
ings, and which always constitutes the “luggage’’ of such boys, 





was a well-thumbed copy of “ Paul Clifford,’ and another novel of 
the same stamp. The who was very impudent in the dock, was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment and four years in a 
reformatory. 


The Grand J at the Central Criminal Court have returned a 
true bill against Mdme. Rachel, whose trial, however, has been 
postponed.— At Wednesday's sitting, Mr. R. S. Waters, late 
steward to Lord Shaftesbury, Praca on Bee to take his trial on 
several indictments charging him with embezzlement.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will of the Right Hon. Matthew Fitz-Maurice Deane Lord 
Baron Muskerry, of Springfield Castle, Limerick, and Deane’s Fort, 
Somersetshire, was proved in Ireland on June 23, and in England 
on July 2, the joint personal estates being estimated under £40,000. 
His Lordship died, May 19 last, at Cranley-place, Brompton, at the 
age of seventy-three, having executed his will June 24, 1867, and a 
codicil Nov, 12 following. The executors are Thomas Cahill, Esq., 
M.D., of Albert-terrace, Knightsbridge; and Henry Leland Keily, 
Esq., Suffolk-street, Dublin ; to each he leaves a legacy of £500 ; and 
to two male servants each a legacy of £200; the above legacies free 
of duty. He bequeaths to his son, the Hon. Henry Standish Fitz- 
Maurice Deane, RN. £5000. He leaves to his grandson, Matthew 
Hamilton Fitz-Maurice Deane Morgan, now Lord Muskerry, the 
only child of his late eldest son, the Hon. Robert Tilson Fitz- 
Maurice Deane Morgan, who died in 1857, the sum of £24,000 
under marriage settlement. The residue of his personal estate he 
leaves to Elizabeth Baroness Muskerry absolutely. 

The will of Sir Charles Lemon, Bart., formerly M.P. for 
Penrhyn and W°=t Cornwall, Deputy Lieutenant for Cornwall, and 
Special Deputy \Varden of the Stannaries, who died at the age of 
eighty-two, was proved, in the registry at Bodmin, under £80,000 
personalty. His wife, Charlotte, Lady Lemon, daughter of the 
second Earl of Iichester, died in 1826. 

The will of George Clutterbuck Tugwell, Esq., of Crowe Hall, 
and Widcombe, Bath, was proved, in the registry at Bristol, under 
£120,000 personalty. 

The will of Charles John Rennell, Esq., was proved, in the 
principal registry, under £100,000 personalty. 

The will of Edward St. John Mildmay, Esq., of Wilton-crescent, 
Belgrave-square, was proved in the London Court,’on the 19th ult., 
under £25,000 personalty, the executors being Arthur George St. John 
Mildmay, Esq., the son; Charles George Barnett, Esq., the son-in- 
law. The will and three codicils were all executed in 1862, and a 
fourth codicil June 11, 1867; and testator died May 16 last. There 
are numerous specific bequests. The testator having a disposal 
over £15,375 funded property, leaves one third to his daughter, 
Marianne Jane St. John Barnett, and to her husband and children ; 
one third to Jane and Evelyn, daughters of Jane Harcourt Vernon ; 
and the remaining third, together with the residue of both his real 
and personal estates, he leaves to his son Arthur George St. John 
Mildmay, and to his issue. 

The will of Thomas Wintle, Esq., late of Swanwick Villa, Somer- 
setshire, was proved at Bristol on the 4th ult., under £70,000 personalty. 
The testator died, March 19, at Oakfield House, Clifton, having 
executed his will Feb. 22, 1867. The executors and trustees are his 
relict and his nephews, Edmund Vimpany and Francis Wintle, 
Esqs. The testator leaves to his wife all consumable articles 
absolutely, and the dwelling-house and furniture for her 
life, an annuity of £1200, and an immediate legacy of £2000. 
He bequeaths certain estates and house property to each of his 
nephews and nieces; and there are many legacies to other relatives 
and friends. He leaves £100 to each of the following local charitable 
institutions—yiz., Bristol Royal Infirmary, Bath Auxiliary British 
and Foreign Bible Society, Bath branch of the Church Missionary 
Society, Bath Penitentiary, Bristol branch of Hervey’s Benevolent 
Society, Bristol branch of the Church Pastoral Aid Society; and, 
after the decease of his wife, a further sum of £100 to each of 
the foregoing institutions, and to the Bristol Penitentiary. He 
leaves £20 a year to be given to the poor elderly women of 
Westbury, and the interest of £300 to be divided amongst the poor 
of Cheddar. The residue of his property he leaves amongst his 
several nephews. 





REMARKABLE TRIAL FOR POISONING. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Daily News, writing on the Ist 
inst., says i—In a cause célébre recently tried at Posen the prisoner's 
crimes almost eclipse those of the notorious Palmer. A master 
bookbinder named Wittmann was accused of having poisoned six 
persons in six years—namely, his four wives and two children. 

Wittmann had worked as journeyman for a bookbinder named 
Pirsch, of Wollin, where he made the acquaintance of Marie Gehm, 
Pirsch’s housekeeper. Wittmann was on a visit at Wollin at the 
end of 1858 and beginning of 1859, on Jan. 1 of which year Pirsch 
died very suddenly, and Marie Gehm, according to a previous 
engagement, came into the possession of all his pro orty. 

Soon after this Wittmann commenced business 4 Wollin, and in 
February, 1860, married Marie Gehm, who, in addition to Pirsch’s 
property, had also inherited some money through the sudden death 
of an aunt. Two sons, John and Paul, were the result of this marriage. 
Mrs. Wittmann died very suddenly in 1862, leaving all her property 
to her husband and two children, of whom the t died in the 
same mysterious manner three months later. 

In June, 1863, Wittmann married his second wife, Charlotte 
Hohn, who possessed some fortune. The latter made her will in the 
following December, leaving everything to her husband, and died a 
week afterwards. 

In April, 1864, Wittmann married his third wife, Augusta 
Kornotzky, who was richer than her predecessor, Her fate ma 
be described in almost the same words. She died in August, 1865, 
leaving her property between her husband and her mother. 

Only two months after her death Wittmann married his fourth 
and by far the richest wife, the widow Bose, who had one child by 
her marriage. This child sickened immediately after its 
mother’s wedding, and died in a day or two, by which the fourth 
Mrs. Wittmann inherited its property. Wittmann then removed 
from Wollin to Posen. It is hardly necessary to add that the 
fourth Mrs. Wittmann’s life was not of v long duration, as she 
died in September, 1866, having made a will in favour of her hus- 
band a month or two before. 

Under the pretext that she had died of cholera, Wittmann had 
made arran, ents for @ her the day after her death. But 
the extraordi mortality in the Wittmann family had already 
excited attention. The police here took the matter up, and their 
first suspicions were strengthened when they found that Wittmann 
had called in no medical advice. Wittmann was arrested rs as the 
funeral procession was about to start, and the burial of the body 
was prohibited. On searching the house, a large lump of arsenic, 
sufficient to poison a hundred persons, was found locked up ina 
chest. All the bodies of Wittmann’s former wives, as also those of 
his two chilk were then exhumed, and submitted to a chemical 
investigation. © result was the same in all six cases; a large 
quantity of arsenic was detected, and there could not be the shadow 
of a doubt that Wittmann had poisoned his four wives and two 
children. He has been found guilty and sentenced to death.

THE REV. SIR H. THOMPSON, BART. 

The Rev. Sir Henry Thompson, third Baronet, of Virhees, in the 
county of Sussex, Prebenda: and 

> Honorary Canon of Chichester, Proctor 

in Convocation for the Archdeaconry of 
Lewes, Vicar of Frant, Sussex, and 
Rural Dean, who died on the Ist inst., 
at Bournemouth, was the third son of 
Vice-Admiral Sir Charles Thompson, the 
first Baronet, by his wife, Jane, only 
daughter and heiress of Robert Selby, 
Esq., of Bonnington, Scotland. He was 
born Nov. 5, 1796, and was educated at 
Harrow School, and Oriel Cellege, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A. in 1819 
and M.A. in 1821. Having been ordained, 
he was for some time Incumbent of 
Trinity Church, Fareham. He was ap- 
pointed Rector of Frant, Sussex, in 1844, 
and in 1854 was made Prebendary ef 
Chichester. He succeeded his brother, Sir 
Norborne Thompson, as third Baronet, 
July 1, 1826. Sir Henry was an active and able member of the 
Lower House of Convocation, of the province of Canterbury ; and a 
grateful tribute of respect was paid to his memory by the 
Bishops of Oxford and Ripon, during the proceedings in the Upper 
House of Convocation, on the 3rd inst. Sir Henry Thompson was 
remarkable for his extraordinary height. The geniality of his 
manners to all who were brought into contact with him made him 
very popular. He married, first, Feb. 28, 1828, Hannah Jean, 
fourth daughter of the Hon. Sir George Grey, Baronet, K.C.B., 
and niece of the Prime Minister, Charles, second Earl Grey, by 
whom (who died June 5, 1829), he had a daughter, Hannah Jane, 
married to the Rev. H. T. M. Kirby, Vicar of Mayfield, Sussex. 
He married, secondly, Oct. 29, 1838, Emily Frances Anne, youngest 
daughter of Ralph Leeke, Esq., of Longford Hall, Salop, and by 
her had issue (with two daughters), a son, Henry Charles, who died 
unmarried, Jan. 15, 1863. As Sir Henry leaves no male issue, the 
Baronetcy becomes extinct. Sir Henry’s father, Charles Thompson, 
of Southampton, M.P., Vice-Admiral of the Blue, was created a 
Baronet, June 23, 1797, for his services in Sir John Jervis’s famous 
victory off Cape St. Vincent. He left issue, with two daughters who 
died unmarried, Sir Norborne, his successor as secend Baronet, 
Charles, R.N., who died young, and Sir Henry, the Baronet just 


deceased. 
SIR 8S. T. SPRY. 

Sir Samuel Thomas Spry, Kt., of Place, and Tregolls, in the 
county of Cornwall, J.P. and D.L., who 
died at his seat, Place House, St. Maws, 
Cornwall, on the 30th ult., was the elder 
son of Admiral Thomas Davy, afterwards 
Spry, by his wife, Anna Maria, sister and 
sole heiress of Samuel Thomas, Esq., of 
Tregolls, Cornwall, High Sheriff of that 
county. He was born July 25, 1804, and 
was educated at Exeter College, Oxford, 
where he graduated B.A. in 1826. He 
was a Deputy Lieutenant and Deputy 
Warden of Cornwall. He held for some 
time the appointment of Lieutenant of 
the Corps of Gentleman-at-Arms, and as 
such received knighthood in 1834. He 
represented Bodmin in Parliament from 
1832 to 1841, and from February, 1843 
to 1847; and in 1849 was High Sheriff of 
Cornwall. He was never married. He 
has had a brother, Richard Spry, Esq., of Tintagel, and Worthy 
Vale, Cornwall, J.P. and D.L., and two sisters, the elder of 
whom, Anna Maria, was married to the late Major-General 
Edward Carlyon, of Greenway, near Totnes, in Devon. This 
ancient family of Spry was seated at a very early period in the 
county of Devon. Thomas Spry, of Cutcrewe, who came out of 
Devonshire, was the first of the family who settled in Cornwall. 
His descendant and representative, Sir Richard Spry, Knight, of 
Place House, was a distinguished Admiral. In 1775 he held a 
command in the fleet: assembled at Portsmouth which was reviewed 
by King George II1., who then, on the quarter-deck of his ship, 
conferred the honour of knighthood we Admiral Spry. Sir 
Richard subsequently obtained the rank of Rear-Admiral of the 
Red ; served as Commander-in-Chief on the coast of America, and 
in the Mediterranean ; andas Port- Admiral at Plymouth ; and wasalso 
appointed Envoy to the Emperor of Morocco, He died, unmarried, 
Dec. 1, 1775, and was succeeded by his nephew, the eldest son of 
his sister Mary and her hushand, Thomas Davy, Esq.—viz., 
A lmiral Thomas Davy, who took, by Royal license, April 13, 1779, 
the surname and arms of Spry only. He was father of the gentle- 
man just deceased. 

SIR J. SCOTT LILLIE, C.B. 

Sir John Scott Lillie, C.B., Lieutenant-Colonel Grenadier Guards, 
and Major-General in the Portuguese service, who died, on the 29th 
ult., at his residence, 1, Norfolk-terrace, Bayswater, was the eldest 
son of Philip Lillie, Esq., of Drimdoe Castle, in the county of 
Roscommon, and was cousin of General John Scott, of Balcomie, 
in the county of Fife, father of the late Duchess of Portland and 
of the first Viscountess Canning. He was born in 1790. Heentered 
the British Army early in life, and his military career was one of 
high distinction. He was with the army which sailed to Portugal 
with Sir Arthur Wellesley ; and he was present at almost every 
action from Roleia to Toulouse. He had the honour of beginning 
the battle of Salamanca, by occupying the Arapiles, which 
afterwards became the pivot of the engagement. The French 
simultaneously tried to seize it, but were repulsed after a severe 
fight, in which Sir John captured the colours of the 116th French 
Regiment of the line with his own hand. At Albuera Sir John 
took part in Sir Lowry Cole’s famous charge ; but perhaps the most 
memorable event of his life occurred in the Pyrenees. ellington, 
after four days’ hard fighting on the road to Ostiz, determined to 
seize a hill in the very centre of the French position, as a prelim- 
inary to a decisive movement; and tliis hill was captured from the 
French by Sir John, with the 6th Portuguese Cacadores, although 
defended by two battalions. At Toulouse Sir John Scott Lillie 
was severely wounded, and was left for forty-eight hours on the 
field of battle. Sir John had received the =| cross for the battles 
of the Pyrenees, Nivelle, Orthes, and Toulouse; the silver war 
medal with seven clasps for the others; he had the decoration of 
the order of the Lily of Navarre from Louis XVIII. He was 
knighted in 1816, and was made a C.B, in 1838. He was selected 
in 1831 by the Regent of Portugal to organise and command an 
expedition to that country, with the Am of Major-General, to 
support the claims of Queen Donna Maria. The brilliant and suc- 
cessful gallantry of that expedition is now matter of history. Sir 
John was a Deputy Lieutenant and ay oy for Middlesex, and 
was a candidate at the Parliamentary election for that county in 
1832. He married, first, 1820, Louisa, daughter of Captain Andrew 
Sutherland, R.N.; and, secondly, E idow of Thomas 
Carew, Esq., of Carew Castle, in the county of Pembroke, and of 
Crow Combe, in the county of Somerset. He leaves issue. 

RICHARD FORT, ESQ., M.P. 

Richard Fort, Esq., of Read Hall, Lancashire, M.P. for 
Clitheroe, who died on the 2nd inst., at his town house, 24, Queen’s 
Gate-gardens, was the eldest son of John Fort, Esq., of Read Hall, 
for many years M.P. for Clitheroe, by his wife, Mary, daughter of 
James Kay, Esq., of Bass-lane, near Bury, county of Lancaster. 
He was born in 1822; and was educated at Eton College, and Christ 
Church, Oxford. He was first elected for Clitheroe, July, 1865, 
having been unsuccessful in the election of May, 1853; he was a 
Liberal in politics. He succeeded his father in 1842. Mr. Fort was 
a te and a Deputy Lieutenant for Lancashire; and had 
been High Sheriff of that county in 1854. He was a Fellow of the 
Royal Geographical Society. He married, in 1853, Margaret Ellen, 
daughter of Major-General John Nicholas Smith, of the Hon. East 
India Company's service, and has bad iseue.

LITERATURE. 


The Ocean World; chiefly translated from “La Vie et les Mceurs 
des Animaux,” by Louis Figuier. Illustrated by 427 engravings, 
chiefly designed under the direction of M. Ch. Bévalet, from speci- 
mens in the Museum of Paris. (Chapmanand Hall.) M. Figuier’s 
works are very popular nearly everywhere except in the domafn of 
criticism, where he sometimes gets somewhat roughly handled. The 
position he occupies is illustrated by an anecdote. A little child, 
we are told, one day said to him, with charming frankness, ‘‘ They 
tell me thou art a vulgariser of Science: what is that?’’ He took 
the child in his arms and carried it to the window, where there was 
a beautiful rose-tree in blossom, and invited it to pluck a rose, The 
child did so, and got well pricked with the thorns: it, however, 
plucked more roses, which it distributed with bleeding fingers to the 

yersons Who were in the room. ‘* Thou art now a vulgariser,’’ said 
Mt Figuier to the child, ‘‘ for thou takest to thyself the thorns and 
givest the flowers to others.’’ It is clearly, therefore, to 1 
understood from the anecdote that M. Figuier plucks flowers 
from scientific trees which others have planted and watered, 
gets considerably pricked by scientific and critical thorns 
in the process, and offers to the public the result of his 


| plucking in the most attractivé form, and with the least chancc 


of damage from scientific prickles his ingenuity can contrive. 
In plain words, the handsome volume under consideration is scarcely 
anything more than a compilation, in the preparation of which care 
has been taken to extract the thorns of science and present inform- 
ation in a manner calculated to be popular and attractive. And 
there is no doubt that a very interesting book has thus been 
elaborated. Neither in the writing nor in the engravings is to be 
noticed the calm, philosophic, dignified method of pure science; but 
the intermixture of a sensational style is, perhaps, not unlikely to 
suit the taste of the readers for whom the volume isintended. Fe 
there are many whose sense of propriety is rather soothed tf! 
offended by the interspersion of rhapsody amongst detailed accounts 
of the investigations of scientific men, There are many who will 
not be nauseated when the descriptions of natural wonders ar 
followed by such trite exclamations as ‘mysteries of Nature, 
who can sound your depths? Secrets of the world, what being 
but God has the privilege of comprehending you?’’ And thos 
exclamations are drawn forth by a consideration of the structw: 
and habits of the star-fish, with respect to which we read, “the 
asterias is the constellation of the sea. It is said that heaven, 
reflected during the night on the silvery surface of the ocean, let 
one of the stars which decorate the resplendent vaults fall into th« 
depths,’’ which would be very well as a poetical fable, and is a fair 
specimen of the style M. Figuier adopta, but would be entirely out 
of place in a purely scientific work. On the whole, however, th 
volume may be said to contain an immense fund of instruction and 
entertainment. 


Edmund Burke: A Historical Study. By John Morley, B.A., 
Oxon. (Macmillan and Co.) This volume is well named, and con- 
tains a carefully-considered, impartial, clegantly-written, and occa- 
sionally eloquent review of the position held, bias obeye d, and pro- 
gressive or retrogressive parts taken by one whom Whigs have 
denounced ‘‘as the destroyer of his party.”’ The place to b 
assigned to Edmund Burke amongst the eminent men of his day 
has ever been, and is ever likely to be, a bone of contention; but 
whoever desires to reconsider his own conclusions will do well to 
read Mr. Morley’s “historical study.’ Mr. Morley’s contempt for 
George III. is almost outrageous. Whatever may have been his 
Majesty’s mental calibre, he was a “ vertebrate animal’’; but the 
tone adopted towards him by Mr. Morley would be “‘ offensive to a 
black beetle”’ (or beadle, rather—the term applied by Mr. Morley 
to his Majesty). In speaking of Kings, it should always be borne 
in mind that they labour under great disadvantages, that it is a 
mercy if their faculties get properly cultivated, and that there are 
immense difficulties in the way of their becoming acquainted with 
the real truth upon any subject; and the difficulties were far 
greater in the days of George III. than they are now. 


The English Revolution. By John Baker Hopkins. (William 
Freeman.) The author writes calmly and temperately, but suggests 
changes which will make the hair of many worthy persons stand 
upright. He holes that we have even now commenced a revolution, 
and that the only way to prevent mischief is to be prepared before- 
hand for each movement of the revolutionary whe Of cours: 
his advice is sensible ; the question is whether he is quite correct 
about the events looming in the distance, whether there is anything 
to call for hisadvice ; and whether, though his counsel is generally 
good, the same epithet can be applied to his suggestions when h« 
descends to particulars. His book is not a profound, philosophical 
treatise upon the Constitution, but, rather, an explanatory, predic- 
tive, and didactic commentary of the brief and soushbantoudy 
sort, in which are put forward views likely to be not unfavourably 
regarded by many of those who will soon be able to exercise, for th: 
first time, the lately-conceded suffrage. The author is in favour 
of “compulsory voting’ anc of ** payment of voters.”’ 

Ethel’ s Romance. By Matilda Homersham. (Charles W. Wood.) 
In this three-volume novel there is some unexceptional writing ; 
there are scenes pretty and pathetic, and there is a liberal allowance 
of such small-talk and descriptive detail as ladies like. The be- 
haviour of the personages is frequently such as ordinary experience 
does not allow one to accept ; the more serious incidents of the story 
are of a decidedly painful character, and lose a little by being 
narrated episodically instead of introduced artistically into the 
dramatic action; and the main interest is hardly strong enough to 
bear without being weakened the strain which is put upon it. 
It seems as if good intent and creditable conception had suffered for 
want of a practised hand, which would probably have increased the 
attraction by reducing the bulk. 


A Life's Love, by the author of “The Heiress of the Blackburn- 
foot’’ (Smith, Elder, and Co.) ; Doctor Johns, a narrative of certain 
events in the life of an orthodox minister of Connecticut, by the 
author of “ Reveries of a Bachelor,’ &c. (Sampson Low, Son, and

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RESTORED PORTRAIT OF RICHARD II. 


We have already intimated that since its appearance in the first 
National Portrait Exhibition at South Kensington a restoration has 
been effected of the more than lifesize whole-length 
Richard II., known, from the place where it has been preserved 
since 1775, as the Jerusalem Chamber portrait, and which, in its 
greatly altered condition, is now 
again shown at South Kensing- 
ton. Since the destruction of

Edward III.. on the east wall of 
St. Stephen’s Chapel, no English 
regal painted portrait can com- 
pare with this whole-length in 
variety of interest or in antiquity, 
if we except the portrait of the 
same Monarch in the curious 
Wilton House diptych (exhibited 
at Manchester, in "57) and some 
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few MS. illuminations. In all 
the history of picture restora- 
tion, many and strange as have 
been the results obtained, none 
have approached in curiosity and 
interest those attending the re- 
storation of this portrait. Quite 
an historical romance is the story 
as told by Mr. Scharf, the secre- 
tary of the National Portrait 
Gallery, in a valuable paper 
contributed to the Fine Arts 
Quarterly, of the removal of the 
retouchings and over-paintings 
of successive generations — the 
lifting the veils, as it were,which 
century after century had drawn 
over the original work of the 
medieval artist. Everyone could 
that there was extensive 
modern over-painting on the 
picture as it appeared three 
years ago, though few could 
suspect that the vile process of 
falsification had been commenced 
so early and carried so far. It 
was known through Walpole 
that a Captain Broome had re- 
painted the picture, and there is 
a record of its having passed 
through the hands of a cleaner 
named Muss. The engravings 
made of it in the last century 
were evidently untrustworthy. 
Two by Virtue differed from 
each other, and also from a more 
accurate transcript by John 
Carter. It could, notwithstand- 
ing, hardly have been suspected, 
unless by persons intimately ac- 
quainted with the charaeter of 
fourteenth - century decoration, 
that the raised diaper-work of 
the background, resembling as it 
did the mural sculpturing over 
parts of the Abbey walls, was 
not (as proved to be the case) 
part of the original embellish- 
ment. Mr. Scharf gives in his 
paper a careful account of the 
principal early representations 
of the unfortunate King, of 
course including as most re- 
markable those occurring in the 
Earl of Pembroke’s diptych 
already refefred to, the famous 
Metrical History of Richard II. 
in the British Museum (Harleian 
MS. 1319); “* Abbot Litlington’s 
Missal,’ still preserved in the 
Chapter Library of Westminster 
Abbey; the fine bronze effigy— 
most authentic of all—on his 
monument in the Abbey; and 
the figures on the King’s great 
seal, and the coins of the reign. 
We have not space, however, to 
follow the writer in his researches 
in this direction. 

The credit of the late restora- 
tion is chiefly due to Mr. 
Richmond, R.A. This distin- 
guished portrait-painter, enter- 
taining a strong conviction as 
to the enormous amount of re- 
painting upon the picture, happily 
induced the Dean of Westminster 
to sanction an attempt to remove 
these injurious additions. Ac- 
cordingly the picture was placed 
in charge of Mr. Merritt, a 
skilful restorer of painting, and 
the subsequent operations were 
conducted under the constant 
direction and superintendence 
of Mr. Richmond. Upon care- 
ful examination, and by testing 
the picture in various parts, it 
was found that the colours so 
abundantly laid on were not of 
any great antiquity. The oldest 
were probably applied about 150 
years ago. he moulded diaper 
of the background and other re- 
lieved ornaments were, however, 
much older, and may possibly 
date as early as the reign of the 
Tudors. Instead of tempera 
colours, false modern oil-paint 
covered the face and hands, and 
in dirty masses encumbered the 
drapery, on their removal re- 
vealing the work of one of the 
v best artists of Richard's 
time, and a truly Royal portrait 
taken, in all wee rd from 
life—thus discrediting the 
opinion of Dr. Waagen and 
others that the work was painted 
after the King’s death. Many 
wholly gratuitous and 1 
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cf the old tempera work com- 
pletely resisted the action of the 
successive coats of oil-paint and 
varnish with which the picture 
was so long loaded. The result 
brings to light a portrait which, 
allowing for the conventionality 
of art in the fourteenth century, 
seems sufficiently characteristic 
of the weak, pleasure-loving, 
“unhappy, beautiful’ Prince. 
The alteration is correctly de- 
scribed by Mr. Scharf :—*“ In- 
stead of a large, coarse, heavy- 
toned picture, with very deep, 
solid shadows, strongly-marked 
eyebrows, and a confident ex- 
pression (almost amounting to a 
stare) in the dark-brown spark- 
ling eyes, we now havea delicate, 
pale picture, incarefully modelled 
forms, with a placid and somewhat 
sad expression of countenance ; 
grey eyes, partially lost under 
heavy lids; pale yellow eye- 
brows, and golden-brown hair. 
These latter points fully agree 
with the King’s profile in the 
smal! tempera diptych at Wilton, 
belonging to the Earl of Pem- 
broke. The long, thin nose 
accords with the bronze effigy of 
the King in Westminster Abbey ; 
whilst the mouth, hitherto 
smiling and ruddy, has become 
delicate, but weak and drooping 
in a curve, as if drawn down by 
sorrowful anticipations even in 
the midst of pageantry. Upon 
the face there is a preponde- 
rance of delicate shadow, com- 
posed of soft brown tones, such 
as are observable in early Italian 
paintings of the Umbrian and 
Siennese schools, executed at a 
corresponding period.’’ The re- 
semblanee to early works of the 
Umbrian school is marked in 
many ways, but the colouring of 
the flesh possesses little of the 
greenish hue so distinctively 
observable in early Siennese 
pictures. When or for what 
exact purpose the portrait was 
painted still remains to be ascer- 
tained. Dart, in his “ History 
of Westminster,’ supposes that 
it was executed in commemo- 
ration of the King’s visit to the 
Abbey in the year 1390, on the 
mniversary of St. Edward's 
translation, Oct. 13, when King 
Richard and his Queen sat 
crowned in this church, with 
their sceptres in their hands, 
during the celebration of mass, 
Probably the addition of the 
stucco and polished gold orna- 
ments the greatest changes 
effected in the picture — took 
place in connection with the 
building of Henry VII.’s chapel. 
That the portrait was in the 
choir of the Abbey early in the 
reign of Charles Il. is shown by 
+ passage in Weever's “‘ Funeral 
Monuments.’’ 


A CONVICT’S STORY. 


Among the petitions to the House 
of Commons to be found in the 
latest report is one of John 
Parsons, a convict under sen- 
ten in Pentonville Prison. 

In 1854, the pees states, 
he was convicted at the Birming- 
ham Sessions of housebreaking, 
and was sentenced to transporta- 
tion for fifteen years. He served 
the first three years of his time 
in England, and was then taken 
to Western Australia, where he 
served four years and a half.

Being 
desirous of remaining in Aus- 
tralia, he went to Adelaide, where 
he was recognised by the police 
as a pardoned convict, and ordered 
to leave the city in seven hours on 
pain of being sent to prison for 
three years. He produced his 
pardon, but was told by one of 
the magistrates that it was of no 
use there, and was recommended 
to go back to England. He tried

MI for taking convicts to that city.
